The tens of Moses. 


Turportion ofthe Pentateuch appointed to be read on the Seventh 
Day of Passover contains the so-called Song of Moses. Itis rendered in 
our Synagogues with variations of the ordinary intonation usually 
emploved for Reading the Law, based upon the fine and inspiring 
traditional melody of the Az Yashir. Whetherthe word ng of this Song 
was actually spoken at the moment of the disaster which, according 
to the Book of Exodus, overwhelmed the Pharaoh of the final per- 
secution, or whether it was a later composition inscribed to Moses 
and the children of Israel is, of course, a matter of question. There 
are internal indications that point to the improbability, to put it at 
theleast,of this pwanoftriumph having been first uttered immediately 
altertheeventsitcommemorates. There are those, however, who decry 
the repetition of this Song of Moses as part of the Synagogue Service. 
They regard it as unethical to gloat over the destruction of Pharaoh 
and his hosts, and as an appeal to the baser instincts of mankind to 
conceive God as a Being wreaking vengeance and cruel death upon 
those who had been guilty of enslaving just a bandful of people. 
After all, they argue, the enslavement of the Jews by the Egyptians 
was a political move and one which, however wrong in itself, 
because persecution of man by man can never be other. 
Wise, was motived by nothing save the necessities (as the 
Pharaohs conceived them) of the State for which they were 
responsible, In short, they merely did their duty according to their 
lights; and it seems hard measure that they should have been 
drowned in the Red Sea when only anxious to conserve for the 
Egyptian State the citizens who had revolted against and deserted 
it. Itis thus unspiritual for Jews to trample over their enemies, 
and, four thousand years after the event, still to prod the bygone 
memory with the biting spitefulness which permeates the Song 


of Moses basel upon belief in a purely tribal Deity. But 


this view ignores human feeling. The people who thus 
denounce this poetic outburst are the very ones who show the 
keenest concurrence with any manifestation of patriotism that has 
reference to the country of which they are citizens. Any 
Patriotic song, whether it be “God Save the King” or the © Star 
Spangled Banner” or the “ Marseillaise,” could be, with equal 
atte, subjected to the criticism which they bring to bear upon the 
Song of Moses. As we say, however, human nature is against them. 
M. 40 Will always strive to triumph over his enemies, and if is 
left to angels to feel no satisfaction (and if the satisfaction be 
Once felt, expressing it does not render it unethical) when the victory 
is won, If any people had reason to joy at the discomfiture of their 
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Constant contention concerning the place which 


foes, it was the Hebrews as they watched the annihilation of those 


who had ground them down in bitter slavery and had not hesitated to 
employ child murder as a political method. The Jew will be none 
the worse, he will become so much the better, the more he strives 
to play the man and the less hi @ !avours to ape the angel. And 
the Song of Moses, commemorasing a great victory of right over 
Wrong, of freedom over slavery and of liberty over persecution, 
may well be calculated to inspire in him a determina. 
tion—a human determination—to turn an ancient memory in 
its practical application to the things of to day. If this induces in 
the Jew a resolution to overcome and de ‘stroy his enemies and not 
to let his enemies overcome and destroy him, it must from genera. 
tion to generation do not a little to keep alive in him the soul-tone 
which harmonises so precisely with the lessons of the Passover. 


Discontent ia Palestine. 


Tuer article we publish this week, revealing as it does the 
discontent that is general among Jews in Palestine, will not 
surprise those who have followed and paid some heed to our 
politics must 
take in the upbuilding of a Jewish Palestine. The’ writer of 
the article shows quite clearly what has happened. In pursuance 
of the policy set out in the White Book, all _ efforts 
for building up a true Jewish National Home are being 
bampered and repressed, as we have said all along would 
be the inevitable consequence. The Government of Palestine 
necessarily views its duty towards the Jewish population from 
a totally different angle when it is told’ to set up a 
Jewish community, than when it is bidden to set up a Jewish 
Commonwealth which is the only rational interpretation of the 
term, “Jewish National Home.” According to the New Palestine, 
the American official organ of the Zionist Organisation, the 
Btate of affairs in Palestine has reached such a stage that 
Dr. WrtzMAnn has felt impelled to address himself to the 
Government and point out that for the purpose of carrying ont the 
Mandate the Churchill Statement is utterly impracticable. Those 
who would pin Dr. Wei7zMANN to concurrence with Mr. CHURCHILL'S 
policy because, in circumstances to which we have more than 
once referred, he signed the letter he did agreeing to work in 
accordance with it, are neither good Zionists nor good Englishmen. 
That they are not good Zionists is palpable when the effects of Mr. 
CHURCHILL'S policy, and its virtual revocation of this country’s 
obligations under the Mandate, are such as are described in the 
article to which we are calling attention. That they are not good 
Englishmen is equally certain. This country will in all probability 
find it vital to continue to hold Palestine, for reasons we have 60 
frequently pointed out. But in no circumstances could Palestine 
become so intolerable a burden as if it were deprived of the only force 
which is possible for its upbuilding. Palestine without Jewish 
Nationalism will remain derelict. It is the Jew with his national 
spirit who alone can redeem it. 


Jews and Public Schools. 


Tae striking and forceful message which the Rey. Isipore 
Haxrnis, M.A., delivered from the pulpit of the West London Synagogue 
on the First Day of Passover will be found printed tn ertenso else- 
where. We commend its careful perusal to all our readers, and an 
earnest—and honest—pondering of its implications. ‘The deter- 
mination of the Cheltenham College Authorities no longer to 
continue a Jewish House in connection with the College, has 
brought the question of Jews and Public Schools to a really 
critical point. As Mr. Harris observed in the course of his 
sermon, Jews in this country feel themselves entitled, by 
token of their political and religious emancipation, to take 
advantage for their children of the educational oppor: 
tunities afforded by the Public Schools, But, on the other 
band, as we have explained in reference to the Cheltenham 
matter, this sharing with Christians of a common education 
is impracticable, whether we regard it from the Jewish or from 
the Christian point of view—from either or both. From the 
Christian point of view, the presence of Jews in any large numbers 
in Public Schools is bound to be a disruptive influence. If these 
scholars are conforming Jews then their abstention from work 
on the Sabbath, their abstention, too, from Christian religious 
instruction and from attendance at Cuurch or Chapel must be, as 
Headmasters have pointed out, inimical to the general discipline 
and well-being of the school, If, however, they are unobserv: ing 
Jaws who, though remaining Jews nominally, yet partake with 
their Christian fellow-scholars of specific © hristian teaching, 
attend a church and 60 forth, doing this all the while, as 
must necessarily be the case, hypocritically with tongue in cheek, 
then it needs no argument to show that the presence of a number 
of such scholars must undermine the Christian training which 
a Christian school provides, Oa the other hand, we know quite 
well that the Pablic Schools of this country are equipped with @ 
scheme of education, designed as the best for the purpose of turn. 
ing out scholars as Christians. That cannot be good training for 
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boys who, it is expected, shall become good Jews. Neither can 
the differentiation «involved in the abstention to which we 
have referred, with its consequent liability to evoke the scorn 
or ribaldry of fellow-scholars, be a desirable thing in the 
education of young Jews. All this, it will be remembered, was 
dealt with at some length by our contributor “ MENTOR” only a 
few weeks ago. Nothing, again, could be worse for these Jewish 
children attending Public Schools —for them, be it said, either as Jews 
and Jewesses or as men and women—in after life than the practising 
of hypocritical deceit and make believe, such as, as Mr. Harris declared, 
has become among certain classes so prevalent an adjunct 
of their children’s upbringing. Jewish parents who allow their 
children to undergo this process are committing moral 
murder. Mr. Harris seems to think that the establishment 
of Jewish Houses in connection with public schools is a complete 
solution of the difficulty. We cannot go so far as the reverend 
gentleman, but we agree that it is the best compromise that is 
available, although, like most compromises, it contains vast elements 
that are unsatisfactory. ‘The only real solution of the whole trouble 
ig the one which Mr. HArnts so eloquently advocated and which we 
have constantly urged in these columns—long before the 
question arose at Cheltenham. We need Jewish Public Schools, schools 
conducted upon the lines of the Pablic Schools of this country, but 
with a curriculum devised for turning out scholars as good Jews 
instead of acurriculum, such as that of all the existing Public Schools 
adopted for turning out scholarsas good Christians, either Protestants, 
Catholics, Wesleyans, Baptists or Quakers. If these various denomi- 
nations have provided Public Schools for their own children, because 
they feel that a common Christian education is undesirable for those 
who wish their children to become Christians of a given denomina- 
tion, surely it must be palpable that Jewish children. cannot be 
brought up in schools provided for Christian education with auy 
strong likelihood of their emerging as good and loyal Jews. 


Mr. Elkan Adler's Library. 


A sHort while ago the opportunity. presented itself to Anglo- 
Jewry for acquiring, foracomparatively small sum, the valuable library 
of the late Professor Brann. In the circumstances of the prevailing 
exchange between English sterling and German currency the pur- 
chase could have been effected at a price which would bave rendered 
it a striking bargain from the financial point of view. Butalthough 
one or two gentlemen subscribed varying sums towards the amount 
required, it could not be completed in the very generous time which 
had been allowed for the purpose, and the library went to the 
Theological Seminary established by Dr. STEPHEN WISE in 
New York. We recall the fact connected with the sale ofthe Brann 
Library in order to emphasise the vast difference of spirit which in 
this respect animates this community and our fellow-Jews in America’ 
The splendid library gathered by Mr. ELKAN ADLER became for 
sale, and we suppose that, with the experience of the failure regarding 
the Brann Library before him, he concluded it would be hopeless to 
offer it in this country. But it has been readily purchased for the 
large sum of £20,000 by some American Jews, who have determined 
to present it as an addition to the library of the Hebrew 
Theological College, which now becomes the most extensive 
Jewish library in the world. The fact that there is

‘‘Humane Slaughter’ Again.

From Miss Lind-af-Hageby, Fon. Secretary: Animal Defence and

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sirn,—I do not know to whom I am indebted for two copies of 
the Jewish Chronicle containing a marked article, but I do 
know that the title of that article, tie. “The Humbug of 
Humane Slaughter” is not calculated to increase sympathy on the 
part of the general public for the Jewish point of view. The 
writer characterises as ~ passing fudge,” as “ hypocritical humbug 
and cant,” our efforts to bring about greater humanity and care in the 
slanghter of animals for food. He seeks, by an affectation of 
yirtuous indignation at the whole system of killing animals for food 
and contempt for the intelligence of would-be reformers, to prove 
that it does not matter how we kill so long as we kill at all. That 
au article presenting such barbaric confusion of elementary morals 
can be prominentiy printed in defence of the Jewish method of 
slanghter is an amazing and significant occurrence. 

The distinction between teking life expeditiously and as 
painlessly as possible, and taking it by slow processes involving 
pain and torture, bas always been the basis of humanitarian feeling 
and civilizing legislation amongst progressive nations. In war 
there is a generally recognised difference in ethical conduct between 
shooting your enemy and deliberately subjecting him to a painful 
death. In executing criminals we have advanced beyond the stage 
of preliminary organised torture. All legislation dealing with 
cruelty to animals distinguishes between the taking of life and 
the intliction of unnecessary suffering. The various Actes for the 
protection of animals are based on this elementary conception of 
right and decency. But according to the writer on the “ Humbug 
of Humane Slaughter,” all this “finnicking care” is silly and non- 
sensical, A little more, a little less, pain does not matter. May 
be it does not matter to the writer of the article whilst in 
the fortunate position of an onlooker, but would it not matter were 
heavictim? If pain were of such small consequence all the arts of 
the medical profession to secure insensibility from pain, all the 
drugs and paraphernalia turned out with the object of minimising 
huinan suffering, would be deserving of the “ amusement" which 

“Mentor” expends on the agitators for humane slaughter. We 
have all got to die, but few of us contemplate a painful death with 
eguanimity, 

~ Mentor” cannot even bring himself to a sympathetic attitude 
towards those who work to bring about more humane methods in the 
casting of animals about to be slaughtered by the Jewish method. 
It reminds him of the felon who liked to kill his victims on a 
feather-bed. The logic of his argument, put into practice, 
would morally sterilize the world. War can never be made 
“bumane;" therefore, let us abandon the Red Cross. Work deep 
down in the mines can never be made perfectly “ bhumane;" therefore 
let us have no hypocritical talk about humanitarian measures to 
prevent accidents and brighten the lives of the miners. Lunatic 
asylums deprive the inmates of personal liberty; therefore let us talk 
no humanitarian nonsense about improving the conditions, but let 
us go back to the good old days when the problem of restraint was 
solved simply by chaining the lunatics to walls or leaving them 
naked on straw. 

One cannot but regret that such an article, calculated to cause 
further estrangement and anti-Jewish feeling, has been published at 
& time when points of common feeling and understanding would be 
particularly welcome. In my experience of slaughter-houses, the 
most uncompromising condemnation of the Jewish method of 
Slaughter comes from slaughtermen and prominent representatives 
of the Meat Trade. At recent public meetings, organized by our 
Society in various parts of the country, representatives of the Meat 
Trade have repeatedly pronounced unsolicited denunciation of the 
Jewish method. The fact that Jews only consume a small portion 
of the meat from animals killed by the Jewish method, and that the 
rest 18 sold in ordinary butchers’ shops and consumed by Christians, 
makes this question one which concerns the whole British public. It 
is, therefore, impossible to maintain the argument that this is a 
matter of “ ritual,’ concerning Jews only. I enclose a copy of a 
Memorandum on the Jewish method of slaughtering animals for food, 
issued by our Society, in relation to the proposed legislation to 
enforce the humane slaughter of animals in this country. This 
Memorandum contains five suggestions for lessening the cruelty, for 
restricting the number of animals killed by the Jewish method, and 
for controlling the sale of Jewish-killed meat. You will surely 
agree, Sir, that people who condemn the Jewish method as cruel 
and unwholesome should not be forced unwittingly to purchase 
Jewish-killed meat.

The “One-Vision Attitude.” | 

The Editor has placed the above letter in this column, so that 
With its appearance there might be published simultaneously 
some answer from me to the writer's strictures. Due allowance 


must, of course, be made for Miss Lind-af-Hageby's disposition te 
emotional rhetoric —a proneness with her sex and a sure indication 
of the “one-vision attitude,’ to quote a great philosopher, which 
almost invariably grips those who have bees in their bonnets, 
I am sure that the lady is sincere and earnest according to 
her lights. That is to say, she is so sincere and 60 earnest 
that she can only perceive one side of any argument on her pet 
Subject. She hence resents every other not alone as criticiam to ba 
deplored, but as being in every way as bad and as damnable 
as she imagines ber own opinions upon the topic to be 
immaculate and unanswerable. This is the way with bigots, 
Whether on questions religious or otherwise. Miss Lind-af Hageby 
is filled with the intensest indignation at the idea of pain lasting even 
the section of asecond, when inflicted upon animals. But when she 
turns to rend an opponent, no words are too cruel, and no thoughts 
too hurtful for ber purpose. She pictures me as a callous brute, 
Careless about pain inflicted upon dumb creatures, if not anxious te 
see animals slaughtered for human food subjected to agony and 
p'aced under torture, Does she really believe anything of the sort ? 
if she does, then she is utterly unfitted to argue this or any other 
question rationally. If she does not—then a fig for all her parade of 
fine feeling and ethical sensibility! These surely go for little, except 
cheap talk in one who, for the purpose of appearing triumphant in 
discussion, invokes and relies upon the aid and help of misrepre-, 
sentation. 


The root point in Miss Lind-af-Hageby's letter is contained in one 
or two words in its second paragraph, where she speaks of “the 
infliction of unnecessary suffering.” The question I put in the 
contribution which has 60 raised the lady's ire is, whether any suffer- 
ing at all on the part of animals is necessary. Miss Lind-af-Hageby 
says that, so far as she is concerned, she thinks some is necessary. 
And I reply that if that be so, then it is nonsensical for anybody 
willing to inflict any suffering whatsoever upon animals to prate 
about humaneness towards them, or toindict a method of slaughter 
—in this instance the Jewish method—because, forsooth, if we allow. 
the lady all her argument, the Jewish method does not cause uncon- 
sciousness as swiftly as would some other method, such as that of 
stunning by a patent killer. The suffering which Miss Lind-af-Hageby 
deems necessary, is merely so that human beings shall have meat. 
If she once admits, as she does, thac for that purpose the infliction of 
suffering is allowable, then I contend that she has not in logic the 


remotest right to denounce the Jewish method. For it is one 


which, if it involves a trifle more pain—if I say—involves, too, 
virtually no violence on the part of the slaughterer, and by universal 
consent produces more palatable meat. These, surely, are what 
Miss Lind-af-Hageby calls “ necessary."” But no one whois in favour 
of slaughtering animals at all has a locus sfandi when it comes 
to the question of preaching humaneness to dumb brutes. I put if, 
when [I wrote upon the subject previously, that we have nog 
sufficient knowledge to understand and to determine whether 
the greatest possible cruelty is not inflicted upon animals by the 


mere fact of their being led out toslaughter by whatever the method, 


We do not know what consciousness of coming doom animals have, 
or how far their instinct guides them as to their fate. If, as I con- 
tend is more than probable, animals know when they are marked 
down for death, that their fondness for life and their desire to 
cling to life are as strong and energetic as in human beings, then it is 
passing ridiculous for Miss Lird-af-Hageby or anyone else to tithe the 
mint and anise and cummin of the manner in which the animal is 
finally despatched, and omit the weightier matters of the law of judg- 
ment, mercy and faith involved in the whole process of employing 
dumb creatures for satisfying man's carnal appetite. 


Analogies ! 


Miss Lind-af-Hageby tries to ridicule this contention, and 
shrieks at me as being guilty of barbaric confusion of elementary 
morals—whatever that may mean; for morals, elementary or other- 
wise, are morals and are incapable of confusion, barbaric or otherwise. 
She glibly provides what she thinks are a number of analogies 
to show my inhumaneness. She tells us that in war there is a 
generally recognised difference in ethical conduct between shooting 
your enemy and deliberately subjecting him to a painful death. 
I have spoken to soldiers who went through the Great 
War, and they have confirmed to me the view expressed 
by a V.C., who presumably was no cold-feet coward. 
that there were many times for many men in the Army when 
even death, even a painful death, would have been greeted as & 
relief from the agony and the torture of the conditions to which 
War and its horrible necessities subjected him. I should be 
sorry to base my ethical conceptions—and I do not set myself 
up as a paragon of humaneness—upon the conventional 
ethics that prevail in respect to War.

What poor logic for a humanitarian 
such as Miss Lind-af-Hageby prides herself on being! Surely her 
argument should be: War can never be made humane; therefore 
let us abandon it. But what do all her analogies amount to? We 
do not hang criminals in order to tickle our palates. We do not 
restrain lunatics in order to enjoy a bonne bouche. We do not go to 
war—let us hope—to satisfy our creature instincts; and the miners 
cannot be said to be subjected to inhumane conditions, for 
no miner is compelled to them. And although theirs is a dangerous 
occupation, there are many that come under the like category. 


How the arts of the medical profession affect the subject I fail to 
know. / should not like to say that doctors practise on patients in 
order to supply themselves with dainty fare; and unless Miss Lind- 
af-Haveby thinks they do her reference to them is meaningless. She 
assumes, only because she adopts the “ one-vision attitude © towards 
everyone else except herself and those who implicitly agree with her, 
that those who dissent from her views are monsters of cruelty and 
hooligans cf inbumanity. She has the hardihood inferentially to 
describe the Jewish method of slaughter as a “slow process involv- 
ing pain and torture.’ How ignorant of the method she must be! 
And how ignorant of Jews when she dares to say that because, 
forsooth in her view—we Jews believe she is utterly mistaken— 
an animal killed by the Jewish method lives a second or two 
longer after the lethal wound is inflicted npon it than it does 
by some other: process Jews are disregardful of the claim upon 
buman beings of the lower creation as we call it! Itis as nauseating 
as the process of teaching one’s grandmother to suck eggs, for this 
lady to preach to Jews about kindliness to animals. It was first 
embodied by Jews, of all peoples, as part of their legal code. When 
other peoples were inflicting the direst of cruelty upon animals, 
sometimes in the name of religion, it was the Jew who—witness the 


Bible—proclaimed kindliness and consideration for dumb creatures - 


as an obligation of his religious faith. That is why Jews, for 
instance, do not kill birds by wringing their necks and allowing them 
torun around in screeching agony, And the humbug ofthe humane 
slaughter cry can be estimated when even Miss Lind-af-Hageby, 
uthough the article to which she objects challenged that point, has 
not a word of condemnation to say about a process that in every 
vase must inf! ct a hundred times more torture upon poor winged 
creatures than the Jewish method of slaughtering animals can 
possibly do. The lady says a great deal, for which I believe 
she bas little ground, concerning. the Meat Trade’s views on the 
Jewish method of slaughter. She says not a word, however, about 
its Opinions on the patent killer she advocates. Why not? Is it 
because they do not coincide with hers ?

Let me in conclusion admit this: I know that the article which 
Miss Lind-af-Hageby so furiously attacks came as a shock and a 
jurprise to her. It is not pleasant for one who has proclaimed from 
the house tops her humaneness, who at meeting after meeting bas 
shuddered visibly at the thought of the bare suggestion of painin the 
ultimate doing to death of an animal, to be told that, after all, her 
humaneness is but a compromise—that she has far to travel 
before she can rightly plume herself on the virtue she parades, so 
long as she is not alone willing to allow but is utterly careless 


as to any suffering an animal may be subjected to, so long as 


the suffering is ‘ necessary" (in her view be it observed) and that 
necessity is gauged by the gastronomic proclivities of men and 
women. It must always have been an unamiable thing for 
false gods to realise that their feet were of clay. No, my dear 
Miss Lind-af-Hageby, it is not im your mouth, you who are 
willing upon your own showing to inflict suffering upon dumb 
animals, so that you may fill your platter with succulent food, to 
preach—certainly not to us Jews—about humaneness to animals. 
And you are vastly mistaken if you imagine you are going in these 
days to reduce Jews to whispering humbleness by the covert threats 
with which you bespatter your letter. We have learnt better, I hope, 
than always to be cowed by the fear of displeasing our enemies, and 
to refrain from exposing those who exploit the “‘ Humane Slaughter ”’ 
business so as to seek satisfaction for their prejcdice and vicious 
sentiments against our People.

THE CHIEF RABBI'S TRIBUTE. 


On Thursday next a commemoration of the one hundredth annive 
of the birth of Dr. Sabato Morais will be celebrated at the Mikve Israel 
Synagogue, Philade!pbia. 

Dr. Morais, the Founder and first President of the Jewish Theological 
Bemipary of America, was for nearly half a century @ great spiritual 
influence in American Jewry. 

He was born in Leghorn, Italy, and was 
the son of Samuel Morais. The family 
originated from Portugal, and were 
probably refugees from the Inquisition, 
When Sabato was born, Italy was seething 
with the revolutionary straggle, with whick 
both Sabato’s father and grandfather (after 
whom he was named) were prominently 
identified. His early life was spent in 
great poverty, for his father was subjected 
to long terms of imprisonment on account 
of his political views. He became a 
teacher, pursuing his studies under dis. 
tinguished Italian Rabbis, studying Hebrew 
with Rabbi Abriham Baruch Piperno 
(father of the respected Chazan of the 
Sephardic Community in London) and 
belies lettres under Professor de Benedetti. 
Morais became a candidate for the vacant 
post of Assistant Chazan with the Bevis 
Marks Congregation, but was unsuccessful, 
Later on (1846) he accepted an invita- 
tion to become Hebrew Master to the 
Spanish and Portuguese Jews’ Orphan Society. He lived in England 
for some five years, and then accepted office as Minister to the Mikve 


Dr. Sabato Morais. 


Israel Congr gation at Philadelphia, Pa., to which he was elected in April, 


1/51, on the day following his birthday in that year. Io 1867 he became a 
Professor of the Bible and Biblical Literature at the Maimoni tes College, 
established in Philadelphia, and in 1886 was instramental with others in 
forming the Jewish Theological Seminary, where there has been 
established, in recognition of his great work and in memory of him, the 
Sabato Morais Professorship. He married, in 1555, Clara Esther Weil, who 
died in 1872, and by whom be bad seven children, : 

The Chief Rabbi has addressed the following :tribute ‘to Dr, Cyrus 
Adler, of Philadeiphia : 

March 29th, 5683. 

DEAR DR. ADLER,.-The news of the commemoration of the one 
hundredth anniversary of the birth of Dr. Sabato Morais has filled me 
with gladness. I need not add that wy joy is mingled with the deepest 
regret that I caunot be present in the Mikve Israel Synagogue on that 
historic occasion. : 

Others will no doubt survey his work for Israel in America; they will 
deal with his life-long pastoral and educational labours in the City of 
Brotherly Love; they will recount the story of the foundation and pro. 
gress of the Jewish Theological Seminary—the institution that was 
dearest to his soul, aud for which he toiled unremittingly through weary 
years of deferred hope. 

I trust that it may not be deemed unfitting for the first graduate of 
the Seminary to send you afew words indicating what that great Teacher 
came to mean to those who were under his infiuence in the formative 
period of their lives. 

Personality is a mystery and defies analysis ; and in the case of a 
character of such rare beauty, barmony, and power, as that of Sabato 
Morais, one feels the need of 

Au eloquence scarce given to mortals, new 
And undebased by praise of meaner things, 
in order worthily to convey toa later generation the self-effacing idealiam 


and lofty sincerity, the unfaltering strength and the sublime simplicity 
of his nature. 


Few of his contemporaries could boast his marvellous famillarity with 
the Bible and the Hebrew language; and as for his constructive deeds, 
they have secured him a foremost place in American Israel's Book of 
Immortals. But, like Solomon Schechter, his successor in the Presidency 
of the Seminary, he fulfilled the primal requirement of all true culture, 
viz., that the man be greater than his learning or his achievements, 
itis the man—his personality—that is the mostimperishable heritage he 
bequeathed, especially to his friends and diseipies. In our youth, he 
loomed before our eyes a hero who consecrated his days toa heroic battle 
for a holy and heroic idea, an Elijah who hated all ambiguity, 
opportunism, or revolution in religion. We were thrilled by the clear, 
clarion notes of his call to the Wars of the Lord; by his passionate and 
loyal stand that the Divine Law was eternal, unchangeable, imperative— 
high above the peradventure of inclination, the whim of the demagogue, 
or the fashion of the hour. He made rigorous demands upon him who 
would come forward as a teacher in Israel—piety and scholarship, con- 
sistency and the courage to stand alone, if need be, in the fight against 
unrighteousness and un-Judaism. Those who strove to meet these 
demands he watched over with more than parental solicitude; he 
helped them and encouraged them in all their studies and struggles. He 
proved the most potent factor in their spiritual development. 

Far more than I have indicated has Sabato Morais wrought and deen 
in the world. Bat his most enduring title tothe reverence of his brethren 
is that his influence is seen in the lives of men. His name will remain 
an inspiration and a blessing. “ They that be wise shall shine as the 


brightness of the firmament, and they that turn many to righteous as the 
Stars for ever and ever.”

Schiff with a dovation cf 50,009 dollars, and Messrs, Felix M. Warburg 
and Louis Marshall each subscribed 10,000 dol'ars.

THE LETTERS OF BENAMMI. 


CLXXX.—Assimilation: Disease or Evolution. 


MY COUSIN, 


We had a large party for the Seder, and when it was over the children 
went to bed and the elders stayed behind for a talk. An old and honoured 
communal worker who was present happened to remark that, in his 
opinion, fewer and fewer Jews celebrated the Seder service each year. 
From bis own experience, he said, forty years ago there was hardly a 
Jewish family in London which did not have Seder in their home. I 
is different to-day. Some did not care any longer; others merely 
drifted, others again could not be bothered with the change of pots and 
pans. 

A young university graduate, one of the most brilliant men of his 
year, took up the parable, remarking that the lack of interest in the 
Seder was but part of a larger problem. The fact is that Jews are 
becoming more and more influenced by their environment. One need 
only lock around to see striking evidence of the tendency. FExter. 
marriages were increasing enormously, and exter-marriage is the clearest 
expression of assimilation. But, after all, itis not surprising that Jews 
should succumét to their environment. Hereditary forces may be 
strong; environment, however, prevails against them. Our children 
attend non-Jewish Schools; at the universities they are immersed 
in non-Jewish influences. Every day in the life of the Jew those 
influences are moulding him. The marvel is that he has not been over- 
whelmed before. 


We all listened, and for a moment there was a pause in which we sat 
wrapped in thought. The young university man warmed to bis subject, 
and continued. 

For hundreds cf years the Jews were cooped up in Ghettos, and 

segregation had the effect of keeping alive their religious beliefs and 
practices. It was all they had that made life worth while. Their 
sufferings likewise rooted them more and wore in their religion ; it was 
but another illustration of the trath of the dictum that the blood of the 
martyrs is the seed of the church. The Ghetto gates were opened only 
some fifty years ago, and as the fresh air rushed in, the old spirit fled. 
Will anyone deny that during the last fifty years, in this as in other 
countries, there is less Jewishness than before? Tragic indeed 
are our efforts to conserve the old system amid new conditions. 
It simply cannot be done. The synagogue has lost its hold 
on our young people, who are slowiy drifting away from all 
that the synagogue is supposed to stand for. The newspapets they 
read, the theatres and cinemas they visit, the talk of the week with their 
fellows—these are strong influences, and are non-Jewish. All the time 
there isa mighty struggle proceeding between these outside influences 
and the stored-up Jewishness of ages. It is like the encroachments of 
the ocean on the land. We are all subjected to this corrosion; only. the 
degree varies. The Jews who form the Adass Yisrael congregation in 
London, or the Breuer congregation in Frankfort, may pride themselves 
on being least subjected to the forces of assimilation. In regard to the 
things of the spirit, it is by no means certain that their claim is true. 
But in outward conformity to Jewish tradition, they are more particular 
than other Jews. They do cling to forms and symbols, but for the most part 
these are dead things—to theirchildren at anyrate. However, there is some 
truth in their claim. They are, as it were, the central citadel which the 
besieging forces will attack last. But the citadel will not escape in the end, 
In the meantime, the outer positions are being attacked. Here, we may 
say, Stand the Jews who belong in London to the Liberal Synagogue, then 
to Berkeley Street, and then to the United Synagogue. Ask them, and 
they will tell you that they are English. And they are, indeed, English 
inevery respect. They have assimilated the qualities of the Englishman, 
and with their native intensity of soul have even improved upon them. 
They look down with scorn on the “ Pollack,” who to them represents 
the Jew. I recall (our young university man proceeded) the present 
editor of the Jewish Chronicle telling me once that a dear old lady said to 
him one day: “I really cannot read your paper.” The Editor expressed 
his regret and assured the lady that he did his utmost to make it interest- 
ing. “Oh yes! itis most interesting ina way,” wasthe reply, “ but what! 
find is that itis so Jewish!” Here you have another clear indication of 
an assimilated mind. 

The old communal worker looked troubled as he listened to this. 
What of our ministers? he asked. They are doing good work. The 
Synagogues have their religion classes, and literary societies, and sewing 
guilds. We havea Beth Din and a Kashrut Commission. After all, some 
seed must fall on fruitful soil. 


The old gentleman’s wife, with her quiet smile and her wise eyes 


asked, in her musical voice, turning to the young university man, “ If 
your diaguosis is correct, what then will become of the Jews? Will we 
disappear from the earth?” 

We all looked at him, and his reply came sure and readily. The Ten 
Tribes are lost, he said. It may be that one day all the Twelve will be 
ost. Look at the Jewries of France and Denmark. They have only 4 
faint Jewish tinge. How long will it be before even that is no more 
visible? Look at the Jewries of Australia. Look at Hampstead. Look 
at the Jews in America. I am not thinking of those who, like many Jews 
in Germany or Austria, have actually embraced Christianity. They 
certainly are lost. Butthe restare slowly being corroded out of existence. 
Look around you and say whether, in the majority of cases, the interest 
in Judaism is as keen in the children of to-day as it was with their fathers 
and mothers. Certainly, our ministers and teachers and preachers are 
doing good work. They are fighting the enemy. They are making it 
possible for the siege to last longer. But theirs, though a valiant, is a 
losing fight. Circumstances are too strong for them. As yet they 
are assisted by the fact that Jews have been effectively emancipated 
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no more than about fifty years. But as the period of emancipation 
lengthens, their work will become increasingly difficult. The ministers of 
London synagogues may one day be in the position in which the Paris 
Rabbis are to-day; and when that happens the Jewish community in 
Paris may be like the Jewish community of Avignon in 1923—merely an 
historic memory. The very formula, “Eoglishmen of the Jewish 
persuasion,” is only another way of admitting that assimilation is 
successfully at work, 

“But why condemn assimilation?” The question came from a 
newly-married lady, who rather enjoyed being as much English and as 
little Jewish as possible. She follows what she terms “the leaders” of 
the community. What is good encugh for them is good enough for her. 
In politics she is invariably couservative ; in charity she advocates the 
methods of the C.0.8. Ina word, she is a type, and her question was, 
it must be confessed, pertinent. The university man was not alarmed by 
it. He confessed that it is possible to regard assimilation as the result of 
natural evolution. It was, however, a hard admission. Was all Jewish 
history toend ina bubble? Did ali the martyrs and sages live and die in 
vain? Was all Jewish religious thought to sink to the level of the 
shallowvess of certain aspects of American Reform? For his own part he 
looked upon assimilation as a disease for which only one simple remedy 
existed—Nationalism. 


The newly married lady was up in arms. No Nationalism for her. 
If she had to chose between the two, she would support assimilation, 
Not that she had given much thought to the nature of Jewish Nationalism. 
Inatinctively she followed the multitude, and assimilation led her that way. 
Besides, the “C. mmunal leaders” were opposed to Jewish Nationalism, 
and their leadership was sufficient for ber. 


I sat and watched herasshespoke. She wasreally a simple soul—too 
simple in fact. I asked myself what sort of Jews and Jewesses her 
children would be. The lady in question has less Judaism than her 
parents; her children would probably have less still. Her knowledge of 
Judaism is slender; theirs would probably be no thicker than a spider's 
web. Two or three generations back her ancestors were rooted in some 
Polish ghetto; she was the product of emancipation. She was a type. 
The process may be slower in some cases than in others, but it was 
going on all the time. The only antidote was Jewish Nationalism, 
Those who value Jewish history and Jewish ideals must inevitably 
care greatly for the new Jewish Palestine. They must either go 
there themselves, or do their utmost to make it possible for others 
to go there. Jewish ideals have no chance of flourishing except 
in a Jewish environmsant. The young university man proceeded 
to claborate this thesis. The corroding influence of assimilation 
is potent; its inroads into Jewry are becoming greater each year. 
The result is an arithmetical problem. The forces working against it 
cannot withstand its momentum or its attractions, They may retard the 
final result to some extent, but no more. If, therefore, Jewry is not to 
perish completely, a Jewish community ina Jewish environment must 
be established somewhere. Palestine obviously is the ideal land, and 
even though the Jewish Commonwealth in Eretz Yisrael may be small, 
that wonld be of little consequence. The Diaspora by vanishing may 
cease, but the Torah would still go forth from Zion. 

The old communal worker and his lady were spending Passover with 
us, and when our other guests had left, my friend admitted to me that 
the talk of the evening had made him sad. He was bound to admit that 
the views of the yonng university man were not altogether without some 
f.undation in reality, Asa practical man he could not but look at facts. 
He would have to re-consider his attitude to Zionism. With that he 
bade me good night.

WOMEN AS RABBIS? 


A most interesting feature in Year LOOK, vol. xxxii, of the ©) 


NTRAT 

CONFERENCE OF AMERICAN RABBIS. is the discussion of the question 

Shall women be ordained Rabbis °?” During the lost half century 

have been admitted to other professions, formerly practised by men only 


and they have proved themselves successfal both aa r gards personal 
achievement as well as in raising the standards or furth: ring the interests 
of the professions. Hence the question has suggested itself: Why not 
admit women also to the Rabbinical profession? Professor J. Z 
Lauterbach, who opens the Symposium, explains at the outset that from 
the point of view of traditional Judaism there is the following important 
distinction to be made between the Rabbinate and the other professions 
in regard to the admissicn of women. In the case of the other professions 
there is nothing inherent in their teachings or principles which might 
limit their practice to men exclusively. In the case of the Rabbinate, on 
the other hand, there are definite teachings and principles in lraditional 
Judaism, of which the Rabbinate is the exponent, which demand that ite 
Official representatives and functionaries be men only. To admit women 
to the Rabbinate would, therefore, be acting contrary to the very spirit 


of Traditional Judaism which the Rabbipate seeks to uphold and 
preserve. 


It should be remembered, however, that the traditional principles 
debarring women from the Rabbinate were not formulated in an illiberal 
spirit by the Rabbis of old out ofa lack of appreciation of women’s talents 
and endowments. On the contrary, the Rabbis of old entertaineda high 
opinion of womanhood, and frequently expressed their admiration of 
woman's ability and recognised her great usefulness in religious work, 
Thus, for instance, they say, “God has endowed woman with a finer 
appreciation and a better understanding than man” (Niddah 45b). 
“Sarah was superior to Abraham in prophecy” (Tanchuma Exodus, 
beginning). “It was due to the pious women of that generation that the 
Israelites were.redeemed from Egypt” (Sotah 1lb). “The women were 
the fir-t to receive and accept the Torah” (Tanchuma, Buber, M:zora 
18, p. 274). These and many other sayings may be cited from Rabbinioe 
literature in praise of woman, her equality to man, and, in some respects, 


her superiority to man. We may, therefore, safely conclude that the 


exc'usion of women from the Rib \inate does not at all imply deprecation 
On the partofthe Rabbis of woman's work. 


But with all their appreciation of woman's fine talents and noble 
qualities, the Rabbis of old recognised that man and woman have each 
been assigned by the Torah certain spheres of activity, involving spectal 
duties. The main sphere of woman's activity and her duties centred in 
the house. Since she has her own duties to perform, and since especially 
in her position as wife and mother she would often be prevented from 
carrying on many of the regular activities imposed upon man, the Law 
frees her from many religious obligations incumbent upon man, and 
especially exempts her from such positive duties the performance of which 
must take place at certain fixed times, like reciting the Shema, or at 
prescribed seasons, like Succah (M. Kiddushin I, 7). 

This fact, that woman was exempt from certain obligations and 
religious dnties, necessarily excinded ber from the privil: ge of acting as 
the religious leider or representative of the congregation in prayer. She 
could not represent the congregation in the performance of certain 
religious functions, since, according to the Rabbinic principle, one whois 
not personally obliged to perform a certain duty, cannot perform that 
duty on behalf of others, and certainly cannot represent the congre- 
gation in the performance of such duties (Rosh Hashanah III. 8; 
Berakot 20»). 


On the same principle woman was expressly disqualified from 
writing Torah scrolls. Since she could not perform for the congregation 
the duty of reading from the Torah, the text prepared by her was also not 
qualified for use in connection with the performance of that duty (Gittin 
45b:; Mas. Soferim I, 14). Women were also considered exempt from the 
obligation to study the Torah (Erubin 27a; Kiddushin 29h, 30a). Some 
Rabbis even went so far as to object to women studying the Torah 
(M. Sotah III, 4). This opinion, however, did not prevail. Women were 
taught the Bible and given a religious education, and there were some 
women learned in the law, even in Talmudic times. But, to use the 
phrase of the Talmud (Moed Katan 18a), ‘“‘ women were not to be found in 
the Bet Hamidrash,” in the academies and colleges where the Rabbis 
assembled and where the students prepared themselves to be Rabbis, 
Evidently, for the reason that they couid not aspire to be Rabbis, tle law 
excluded them from this religious office. 

This law, that women cannot be Rabbis was always taken for granted 
in the Talmud. It was considered to be so generally known and unani- 
mously accepted that it was not even deemed necessary to make it a 
special subject of discussion, The very idea of a woman becoming @ 
Rabbi never entered the mind of the Rabis of old. It is for this reason 
that we find only few direct and definite statements to the effect that 
women cannot be Rabbis. Only occasionally, when the discussion of 


_ other questions involved the mention of it, reference, direct or indirect, 


is made to the established law that women cannot act as Judges or be 
Rabbis. Thus in a Baraita (Pal. Talm. Shebuot LY. i., 555, and 
Sanhedrin IV., 10, 21 c) it is stated, “ We have learned that a woman 
cannot act as Judge, é.¢., cannot render decisions of law.” The same 
principle is also indirectly expressed in the Mishnah (Niddah Vi, 83 
Shebuot IV., 1). In the Talmud (Gittin 5b) it is also indirectly stated 
that a woman cannot be a member of a Beth Din, é.e.,a Rabbi, or Jad 

For there it is taken for granted that she could not be one of three who form 
a tribunal or Beth Din to pass judgment upon the correctness of a bill: of 
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Cf{voree or of any other document (seo Rashi ad loc.). In the Midrash: 
Nambers Rabbah X., 5, it is also quoted as a well-known and established 
principle that women may not have the authority to render decisions in 
religious or ritual matters. These Talmudic principles have been 
accepted by all media@val Jewish authorities. 


Professor Lauterbach concludes that there is no need for making 4 
radical departure from this esiablished Jewish law ‘and time honoured 
practice. No injustice is done to woman by exclading her from the office 
of Rabbi. For there are many other legitimate and permissible avenues 
open to hor if she choose to do religious or educational work, or engage 
herself in charitable endeavour. 


Notes and News. 


(1) ‘Tue Tomsps oF THe Kinas” (W. H. Rickinson and Co.) is a 
handbook to the objects directly relating to Akhenaten and Tutank- 
hamen in the British Museum, with fourteen illustrations published by 
permission of the Trustees. Comparatively few people can go to Cairo, 
and it seems likely that they alone will be able to see the wonderful 
treasures discovered in the Valley of the Tombs of the Kings by Lord 
Carnarvon and Mr. Howard Carter. But many can go to Bloomsbury, 
and see ia the British Masecum a large nurober of similar objocts dating 
from the glorious Eighteenth Dynasty which have been found in other 
royal tombs at Thebes and elsewhere, many of them relating to 
Amenhetcp Ul. and Queen Ti, their son Akhenaten the “heretic” 
king, and Tutankhamen himself. This useful handbook, which ts un- 
official, is intended to enable visitors to appreciate the official handbooks, 
which contain stores of valuable information. 


(2) Mr. William Walter Cannon, in publishing “THe 68th PsaLM ” 
(Cambrilige University Press), belleves that owing tothe difficulties of this 
Psalm, a great many people fail to understand it or fully to enjoy it, and 
his purpose is to make it intelligible and interesting. His plan, as in a 
former publication, “ The Song of Songs,” is to give a general introduction 
and a revised translation, relegating all textual and critical discussions to 
a Separate place at the end of the book. Mr. Cannon states that he will 
ve well conteat if his readers lay down the book with the feeling that they 
nave giined a better comprehension of the meaning of the Psalm and a 
higher enjoyment of its poetic beauty. 


(3) “ WORKMEN’S COMPENSATION IN GREAT BRITAIN,” by = Mr. 
Joseph L. Cohen, M.A. (Post Magazine, 9, St. Andrew-street, E.C.4), sets 
‘orth in as simple a form as possible, a statement of the existing laws, 
some account of their working, and of the problems to which they give 
rise. It should be of service not only to the student of social problems, 
but also to the employer and the trade union official, to tho student of 
law, and the student preparing to undertake the practice of insurance in

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Jews and Public-Schools.*

“And thou shalt teli thy son in that day, saying, It is because of what 
the Lord did for me when I came forth out of Egypt.—Kaodus ciii, 8, 
This is one of miny passages in Scripture which affirm the duty of 
training our children in the knowledge and practice of religion. No 
religious system invests with so much importance the obligation of 
perpetuating its principles by handing them down to posterity as does 
the Mosaic faith. It is the never-varying theme of the Lawgiver’s most 
frequent and impressive admonitions. Oftentimes the injunction hasa 
general reference, as when we are exhorted in the Shemang: “ And these 
words which I command thee this day shall be in thy heart. And thou 
shalt teach them diligently unto thy children.” But it is largely in 
connection with the Passover that this command is enj,ined. The great 
emancipation which the Passover effected was to put the coping-stoue on 
the newly-reared edifice of liberty by giving to the Israelites and their 
children after them that which would make them free for ever— 
knowledge. 

But the beginning of knowledge is the fear of the Lord. Therefore 
the faithful Israelite bas always regirded religious instruction as holding 
a foremost place in all educational schemes for the youog. The extent 
and nature of this instruction has necessarily varied with the progress of 
the ages. In mediwval times the instruction of Jewish children was 
entirely religious. The only schools that they knew were the Talmud 
Torah and the Beth Hamedrash. There was scarcely any use for secular 
knowledge in the ordinary lives to which Jews were restricted in most 
countries. 

But mediwvalism came toanend. Gradually the walls of the ghetto 
were broken down, Jews were accorded civil rights. They mixed more 
or less freely with their fellow-citizens, and the avenues of public life 
were opened to them. Their educational ambitions now embraced a 
wider scope, their training became moreand more secular. Jewish youth 
resorted to the schools of the land, to partake of all the benefits of 
modern culture. The number who continued to attend their denoml.- 
national institutions grew less and less in proportion to the size of the 
community. It is steadily growing less, and along with this diminution 
there has been a notable decline of Jewish religious education. The 
changes brought about by time have been greatly reinforced by 


THE PUBLIC-SCHOOL SYSTEM 


of this country, which has attracted the children of our wealthier classes 
in ever-increasing numbers. The boarding-school system which has 
grown up in modern times is another contributory factor in the new set 
of circumstances. For eight or nine months in the year Jewish parents 
send their sous, and their daughters also, away from home infinences and 
the surroundings of Jewish nome-life to be brought up in an entirely 
diferent atmosphere. A great problem has thus presented itself to 
thoughtful minds. What provision could parents make for training in 
religion? How could they give their children all the advantages of a 
modern Enoglish upbringing, without depriving them of what was no less 
vital to their welfare—a knowledge of their own faith? Towards the end 
of the last century a satisfactory solution of the problem seemed to be 
offered by the provision of Jewish Houses in connection with our public 
schools. Such houses grew up at Ciifton, Harrow, and Oheltenham; and 
it might have been hoped that, as the Jewish community showed signs 
of expansion, their number would have increased. That hope has been 
disappointed, From three the number is now about to be reduced to one, 
which must obviously prove insufficient to satisfy the needs of a large 
and growing community. 

But the needs of diffarent parents are various. To some the Jewish 
House makes no appeal whatever. In segregating Jewish boys from 
their fellows, it appears to them to counteract the chief advantages of 
public-school life. Therefore, they are satisfied if they can obtain from 
the authorities 

EXEMPTION FOR THEIR CHILDREN 
from attendance at chapel and Christian teaching. But a considerable 
number do not trouble to secure even these elementary safeguards of the 
Jewish life. To all intents and purposes they allow their boys—and a 
similar remark applies to girls—to be brought up as members of an alien 
faith. It is to this aspect ofthe public-school system that I would address 
some serious observations this morning. 

I would ask those Jewish parents to whom this applies, whether 
they can reconcile it with their consciences to submit their children to 
such a system of training for the larger part of the most impressionable 
period of their lives. Have they considered all that it involves, and all 
that it is calculated to produce in after years? In mediwval Rome, Jews 
were forced by the Papal authorities to attend a church service on Good 
Friday and listen to a conversionist sermon on the Crucifixion. Many 
protected themselves from the preacher’s onslaughts by closing their 
ears with wool. Happily, our people have long been emancipated from 
this degrading practice. But what are we witnessing in the present day ? 
It is a sorrowful fact that, in this free Eugland, Jewish parents, of their 
own accord, are allowing their children, Sunday after Sunday, to join in 
Christian prayers aud imbibe Christian doctrine. This year many 
schools have not yet broken up for Easter. As a consequence, Jewish 
boys and girls have attended a church service on Good Friday and 
listened to a story of the Crucifixion which is far from being historical. 
They have been told that the Jews put the Christian Saviour to death, 
whereas we know that he was put to death by the Romans. Having 
been acclaimed ‘ King of the Jews,'’ the Romans regarded him as a 
menace to their authority over Palestine, and they executed him as a

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political rebel. And this morning, on this first day of Passover, which is 
also Easter Sunday, they will have been tanght the mythical 


STORY OF THE RESURRECTION, 
and its fundamental! place in the scheme of Christian dogma, 

I know the argument that is put forward by fathers and mothers who 
see no harm in alithis. They say, “It does not matter. Our children 
pay little or no heed to what they hear in chapel, and what they know to 
bo false teaching.” Metaphorically speaking, they are supposed, like the 
Jews in Papal Rome, toclose their ears with wool. But is this attitade 
one that can be defended from any point of view? Is it not bound to 
breed religious confusion in the minds of these young people, who are 
growing up to be more familiar with the Interior of a church than of a 
synagogue, better acquainted with the Greek Testament than with their 
own Scriptures ? 

We know what the beadmasters of public schools think of all this. 
Some of them would rather not have their services attended by Jewish 
unbelievers, and since they do not see their way to exempt Jews they 
prefer not toadmit them as scholars. I am reminded of the case of a 
Jewish parent who presented his son for admission to one of these 
Church of Eogiand foundations. The headmas'er objected that the 
Christian prayers and teaching in force made it impossible to receive 
a Jewish boy. “But that woald not mater,” the parent pleaders 
“my son can conform while at school to its religious practice.” 
“It may pot matter to you,” was the crushing reply, “but it does 
matter to me.” And now we are told the same thing by the 
beid of Cheltenham College, who states “that he cannot feel it desirable 
to have almost one-tenth of the boys in the senior school belonging to a 
religion which cannot take any part in the normal religious life of the 
College.” And, be adds, “the co-existence of two religions in one 
institution must inevitably introduce a disintegrating principle.” Some 
yearsago I visited Haileybury College, and I asked its then head whether 
he would exempt Jewish boys from attendance at chapel. He replied, 
“It is impossible. In my’ position I am responsible for the religious 
welfare of tho school. I must therefore have every boy brou.h* uoder 
my personal religious influence. I cin only ensure this by having the 
opportupity of addressing the entire school at the chapel services.” Who 
shall say that headmasters who take this view areintolerant’ They are 
not intolerant. They are acting according to their convictions, in what is 
avery difficult situation. But we Jews also have our conrictions—or it 
is to be hoped we have and are we to suppress them for any wiaterial 
consideration whatever 

Naturally, Jewish parents are anxious in these days that their children 
shall have the benefits, physical and social, of a public-school training. 

But making every allowavce for this natural anxiety, are they not, in 
many cases, paying too heavy a price fur whatis «ffered in return’ Are 
they not sacrificing the religious welfire of their children to

I readily admit that a certain number of these children pass through 
the fire unseathed. Bat one must look at this matter as a whole; and, 
speaking generally, what is the resultant issue of this kind of training? 
When we look around us, and see the constant drift from Judaism and 
divorce from Jewish interests which is taking place in those very circles 
of Anglo-Jewry to which, on the principle of noblesse oblige, we have @ 
right to look for the highest examples of steadfast adherence and staunch 
fidelity, is there not cause for the gravest concern? 

We ministers of this synagogue feel that there is. We cannot but 
regard the attitude of many parents as a betrayal of the Jewish trust. 
It was in order to counteract this tendency that, in the pistoral letter we 
addressed to you at New Year, we ‘announced our willingness to give 
gra'uitous lessons by correspondence to the public-school children of our 
Congregation, to enable them to pursue their religious studies while the 
Other scholars were attending church or chapel. We have recently 
repeated this offer. But, from the meagre response we have 
hitherto received, we can only infer that parents are more or less in- 
different, or that their children are not free on Sundays to avail 
themselves of these facilities. We believe that, if Jewish parents 
took this matter more seriously to heart, they would find many 
public schools willing to grant the exemptions which they need, which 
they must have, if the religious fature of our commoanity is to hold any- 
thing in store for their sons and daughters. The fature of the Jewish 
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community is assured. Every return of Passover is a pledge of its in. 
exhaustible vitality. But the question which confronts us is whether it 
Shall be reinforced inthe coming years from above or from below, 
is a praiseworthy desire in most quarters to provide for the religious 
instruction of the children of our poor. But what about the chidren ot 
our poor rich, the spiritually-destitute upper classes of whom we may 
Say, in the Paaimist’s words, “He has given them their desire, and sent 
leaunes: into their soul”? Can we look on with complacency while they 
are being lost to Judaism ? 7 

It may be that, sooner or later, the community will be brought by the 
force of circumstances to realise the necessity of establishing its own 
public schools, as the Roman Catholics have done, and the 0 iakers, the 
Wesleyans, and the Congregationalists, and thus to secure for iteclf that 
religious independence which will gain them far more re sprctin Gentile 
quarters than they can earn by their attitude of acquiescence in the 
present unsatisfactory condition of things. Such an educational! policy 
will doubtiess appear distasteful, nay reactionary, to many who 
are listening to me. Yet, as I have said, it may be forced upon 
the community. But I cannot enter into this subject to-day; the 
time is hardly yet ripe for its fuil discussion. What I am anxious to 
bring home to you in conclusion is the bearing of our Passover celebra. 
tion on our duty as Jews. Passover admonishes us to hand down our 
religion to successive generations of Israel. The Feast of Freedom 
teaches us the lesson of dignity and self-respect. It bids us walk upright 
as free men, not to stoop with that ghetto-bend, that cringiny to assiral- 
lative influences, which is most notic: able in those who affect to despise 
the ghetto and all that i¢ connotes. We have no cause to stoop or cringe, 
Only reason to stand erect, in the proud consciousness of our glorious 
past, in the elate thought of our glorious future, which calls to us in the 
prophet’s words to be “a light unto the Gentiles, to open the blind eyes, 


to bring out the prisoners from the dungeon, and them that sit fo 
darkness out of the prison-hoase.”

If need 
be they are fetched and taken home, so what more Can our over-careful 
parents desire” |

read so that it can be followed, to be learnt so that it can be taught, to 
be heard, so that it can be practi-ed, fulfilled, obeyed, and lived. 
mes: sndan °5 Sy are the opening words of to-day’s Haftarah. 
“‘lnis people bave I| created unto Me so that they may relate 
My praise”, are the words of God, speaking through His prophet, 
Isaiah. The praise of God means more than the biank,. heartless, 
up-in-the-air recital of so many of our beautiful prayers, more 
even than that cold icy vacuum stare into the wrong page 
of the Prayer-Book, unhappily, so prevalent among so many of our. 
Anglo-Jewish congregations. The praising of God means the utter- 
ance of the lips responding to a heart-beat, responding to the emotions of 
the soul, Praising God means the use of our holy Hebrew language that 
makes our Prayer-ook so expressive of all that we wish to say, the use 
of the language in such a way that we understand what we are uttering, 
understand what we intone, understand what we ask God to accept from 
us, understand what we ask God to give us. The 


KNOWLEDGE OF THE HEBREW LANGUAGE MUST BE ACQUIRED, 


the language of our fathers, the language of our Psalmists and our 
poets, and the language of our nation. And the praise of God 
does not end inside the synagogue. It can be related outside the 
synagogue, in our homes, in the life we lead, in our conduct of life, in our 
behaviour in life, in the charity we practise, in the benevolence we show 
one another, in the choosing of the clean from the unclean, the pure from 
the impure, holiness from godlessness, the recognition uf the higher value 
of the feelings of man, the abandonment of the ways of the savage. The 
purpose of Israel is clear, the purpose of the Jew in the worldis urgent. Itis 
in our power to bea God-created people. It is in our power toshow weare 
a God-created people. Let us be a nation with our Hebrew language, with 
our Hebrew literature, our Jewish History, our Jewish law, our traditions, 
our char.“teristics, and our land; a holy nation and a kingdom of priests, 
a nation separated from other nations to proclaim to a world that God's 
wood is not provided for the manufacture of rifles, nor God’s metal for 
cartridges, nor were God’s human beings provided as targets. This is 
the message of our Torah, the message of the people of the Torah and 
the message of the priests of the Torah. Let us see that the message is 
faithfully interpreted to those that follow us, our children who have to 
shoulder our task when we are no more. I stand here ready to help in 
the great work of this cong: ejation. I stand here ready to give my energies 
and to devote all my thought for the one great purpose for which a Jewish 
community stands. May God guide me in the undertaking before me! 
May God grant success to the work of our hands and bless our efforts!

Proposed Hebrew Classes in Chapeltown. 


A special meeting of the Council of the Old Hebrew Congregation was 
beld last week. Mr.S. Wolfson, the President, who wasino the Chair, said 
that the meeting had been convened to hear reports on the joint 
conference recently held in connection with the proposed Hebrew an: 
Religion Classes to be established in the Chapeltowa district. He pointed 
out that the object was to erect snitable premises adj icent to the Lonis 
Street Synagogue, under the joint control of the New Briggate, Louis 
Street, and Oid Hebrew Congregations. In urging the adoption of the 
scheme as proposed, he said that there was no organised provision for 
Hebrew and religious teaching for the children of the middle classes.

Messrs. A. Friedman, A. Baim, and D. Newton, who were delegates 
at the conference, reported favourably upon the project. Dr. J. Friend, 
Messrs. E. Hurwitz, D. I. Sandelson, 0O.B.E., M_ Stross, 5.

Cohen, D. Newton, B. Harrison, and the Chairman participated in a 
discussion, ian the course of which the opinion was expressed that the 
scheme might have an adverse cffect upon the support for the new 
building scheme of the Talmud Torah. This view was dispelled by the 
assurance of representatives of the Talmul Torah who were present at 
the meetiog. It was further recommended that the support of the 
Hebrew Classes be entirely the responsibility of the three congregations 
concerned, and that no appeal for support be made. Mr, B. Harrison 
moved the following resolutions: 

The immediate establishment of a Hebrew School for boys and girls upon 
the Louis Street Synagogue site. 

That the Louis Street Synazogne lease the land to the Joint Trustees of t!.: 
Hebrew school at a nominal sum for ninety-nine years. 

That each synagogue share equal responsibility in the erection and main. 
tenance of the school, and each synagogue be equally represented on the Board 
of Management. 

That there be accommodation for 120 children. 


The resolutions were seconded by Mr. A. Friedman, supported by 
Messrs. M. Stross and D. Newton, and adopted.

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A Jerusalem Hospital. 


INTERVIEW FOR THE JEWISH CHRONICLE 
WITH 


Mr. JONAS MARX. 


E have heard something recently of the difficulty of 
building a bridge between Pinsk and Washington. An 
equally difficult spiritual engineering feat has been to 
build a bridge between the old Palestine and the new. 

Among those who have been successfully engaged in this work has 
been Mr. Jonas Marx, the able Administrator of the Shaaré Zedek 
Hospital in Jerusalem, which, founded 
under the old conditions, ie admirably 
coping with the new problems of dealing 
with the sick poor of Palestine. Mr. 
Marx is at present in London for the 
purpose of raising funds to enable the 
Hospital to meet the ever-growing needs 
of the country and incidentally to study 
hospitals in this country, in order to 
keep his own institution abreast of the 
latest medical and administrative 
improvements. Mr. Marx was born in 
Oberdorf, a little town in Wurtemberg, 
and became a successful merchant. He 
went to Jerusalem in 1895 to work 
among the poor in the Holy City, and 
has been engaged in that philanthropic 
task ever since. Over twenty years ago 
some Dutch Jews established a founda- 
tion for the purpose of erecting a 
modern hospital in Jerusalem, and a committee was formed in 
Holland and Germany for administering the trust. Pending the 
building of the hospital, a doctor was sent out and a polyclinic 
opened. In’1902, the Shaaré Zedek Hospital was opened, and Mr. 
Marx was asked to undertake its administrative supervision, which 
he has carried on with remarkable ability and devotion since that 
time. ‘To a representative of the Jewish Chronicle he has given 
some particulars of the work of the institution. 
AN UP-TO-DATE HOSPITAL. 

“The Shaaré Zedek Hospital,” said Mr. Marx, “is not the only 
Jewish hospitalin Jerusalem. Thereare three older hospitals, the Bikur 
Cholim, the Misgab Ladach, and the Rothschild (the latter at present 
administered by the Hadassah). But they were far too small to meet the 
needs of the large Jewish community of Jerusalem and the rest of the 
country, and they were not housed in modern buildings. Moreover, 
there was no provision for the treatment of infectious diseases. My 
hospital is a thoroughly modern building, admirably equipped, and has 
an isolation block which enables it to take infections cases. It is very 
popular, and all the available accommodation warranted by the financial 
position is in constant use. There are sixty beds for in-patients, but 
we could take up to 100 if funds were available. We treat, apwards of 
36,000 out-patients a year. No distinction is made of race or creed, 
though, so far as in-patients are concerned, preference is given to Jewsas, 
on account of ritual requirements, they cannot go to general hospitals. 


WAR-TIME SERVICES, 


“The Hospital remained open throughout the war, although conditions 
were very difficult. It was no easy matter to obtain provisions, and I had 
to go out to the villages, at some risk, to buy grain. At no time did the 
patients go short, and, indeed, I was able to supply grain for the 
needs of the poor of the city at the time of the taking of Jerusalem, 
until the British were able to bring in supplies. In 1916, we were 
called upon to deal with an epidemic of spotted typhus, and in nine 
months we dealt with 1,500 cases. There was not a single case of trans- 
mission of the infection in the hospital, which shows how complete were 
our sanitary arrangements. It should be remembered that we have no 
running water supply, all our water being stored, and even now, when 
part of Jerusalem is supplied with water, our hospital stands so high (the 
highest point in the city’) that the authorities have not been able to 
extend the service to us. We hope that before long improved pumping 
machinery may be installed, and that this necessary adjunct to efficiency 
in a temple of healing may be provided. The war proved a great drain on 
our resources, and all our accumulated funds were exhausted. This is 
one of the reasons why I have had to go abroad to seek extra assistance.” 

It may be mentioned here that it was through Mr. Marx’s timely aid 
that the Evelina de Rothschild School was enabled to keep open during 
the war. He advanced the money for the upkeep of the institution until 
funds could be supplied from Eagland. 


FINANCIAL POSITION. 


‘ Until the war,” Mr. Marx went on to explain, “the necessary funds 
for the upkeep of the hospital were collected by our Committee, but the 
economic crisis in Europe ag well asin Palestine have made it necessary 
to go outside. The Hospital requires an income of £700 a month, and we 
can rely only on £200 of this sum, leaving £500 a month to be raised. 
This compares extremely favourably with European institutions. We 
are anxious to extend and improve our isolation accommodation, and are 
desirous of erecting five pavilions at a cost of £1,250 each. I have 
succeeded in obtaining equipment in Germany, but we look to America 
and England for financial aid. 

FOR THE CHALUZIM. 


“The Hospital is rendering special services tothe Chaluzim. Although 
moaé of them are of fine physical type they are not used to the climate 
of the country and readily fall victims to local disorders. Moreover, many

The Divine Friendship. 


SERMON FOR THE WEEK. 


Specially written for the "‘ Jewish Chronicle," 


“The Lord shall fight for you, and ye shall hold your peace,’~ 
Exodus wiv. 14, 


The story of the passage of the Red Sea presents tous a graphic 
picture of a man deserted by his human friends, and seeking refuge in the 
one friendship that never fails man. It was night, and the night was 
dark and terrible. The sea raged in front, the enemy foamed behind, the 
mountains reared their frowning heads on either side, and all around a 
maddened mob surged and rolled upon the one man, who stood a)! alone 
in a raging sea of trouble, like untoa lighthouse amid the roaring break« rs 
neararocky shore. Buta short time ago Moses had been surrounded by 
friends and followers. When success attended the heroic exoids 
from the house of bondage, how they pressed around their great 
deliverer, anxious only to gain a glimpse ofhim! Where were tho:e 
friends now when fortune seemed to desert him, and danger was 
closing in, and destruction seemed inevitable? The loudest 
aduiators of a few days before are they who are now most biltcr 
in their denunciation. They cry in mocking words: “Was it because 
there were no graves in Fyypt, that thou bast taken us away to die in 
the wilderness? Would that we had continued s«rving the Egypt'ans 
instead of dying inthe wilderness!” What can Mores say in reply to 
all this bitter complaining, but bid the Israelites: “Fear not, stand sti!!, 
and see the salvation of the Lord, which he will show you to-day: forthe 
Egyptians, whom ye have seen to-day, ye shall never see agiin. 
The Lord shall fight for you, but ye shall hold your pace.” What 
happened then, the Scriptures do not expressly tell us. But the words, 
“Wherefore criest thou ?” that follow after, addressed by God to Moves, 
lead us to infer a touching scene. Bitter murmurs, hissing rage, croc! 
threats, must have been the answer to the che. ring words that Morcs 
had addressed to the people. His spirit must have completely failed h im 
then. He must have abandoned himself to despair. He must hive 
withdrawn to one of the rocky retreats close by, and sobbed forth }. « 
heart to the only friend left him, his God, till he heard the divine, inspir. 
ing words: “ Wherefore criest thou unto me? Why heedest thou the 
ravings of a biind and despairing people? Get thee to the front and 
lift thy staff, and though they rage and hiss, bid them go forward 
and onward. They will follow, every one of them, and everyone of them 
will be saved, and the blindest will followthe swiftest, and they that rai! 
the loudest, will, when the change of fortune shall have set in, be the 
first to sound thy praises again.” Moses did as he was told, and what 
had been predicted was fulfilled. Enemy turned to friend, and friend 
became enemy again; and again and again, with the reverses of fortune 
which the Mosaic story describes, friend turned enemy and enemy 
became friend. But one friend remained always true, true in joy and io 
sorrow, true in victory and in defeat, in sorrow often the only friend, in 
joy always the best friend. That friend was God—the friend with whom 
he found refuge at the very last, when he ended his life on the top of 
Mount Nebo, all alone with God, with God alone to close his eyes in 
eternal sleep. 

Moses is a type of those heroic lives which find in God the friendship 
thatis often denied them by their fellow-men. The great leaders of 
mankind rarely have strong and lasting friendships among their contem- 
poraries. Human friendships rest on companionableness, on direct 
serviceableness. But these super-men rarely cultivate the art of making 
themselves attractive or sociable; seldom do they possess the wealth or 
power that win human friendships even without attractiveness. There 
are those who never say or do anything that runs counter to people's 
likes or dislikes. These men never seek God for their friead, and they 
never do anything that requires the friendship of God. They never face 
mobs and enemies within mountain defiles, in front of raging seas. That 
privilege is only accorded to the chosen few who lead their fellow-men 
out of the houses of bondage, and through raging seas and howling 
wildernesses, safe towards the land of promise. Human friendships are 
not for the world’s greatest benefactors. Their love for their fellow: 
men is too sincere and too intense to be understood and appreciated. 
Their very hearts are consumed with love for humanity, and yet their 
fellow-men brand them as enemies to society. Their contemporaries thrive 
on the sufferings of heroes gone before, and they show their appreciation hy 
maltreating those on whose sufferings future generations will thrive. What 
if these men had not God for their friend, what if, when finding hearts and 
minds and doors closed against them, they could not find the door leading 
to their God wide open, and a cheering and encouraging welcome there ’ 
What if, in their darkest hours and sorest troubles, they had no reliance 
on the friendship and help of God, who of them would have the heart to 


- face a Pharaoh, and demand of him to set the imprisoned free? Without 


God the heroic is unattainable. Without God nothing supremely great or 
lastingly good has ever yet been achieved. If inthe hourof your tribuia- 
tions you have not a God to turn to for comfort and faith and hope you 
will succumb, and all your efforts and hopes will endin nothingness. What 
sail and rudder are to the ship, what chart and compass are to the sailor, 
that God is to him who would ride in safety over the turbulent waters of 
human trouble. You may think you can trust human friends, and 
rely on the mighty men of the earth. The Psalmist of old had 


thought so too at one time, but a wide experience in later years taught 
him to bequeath to all subsequent generations the warning, ‘‘ Put not 
your trust in princes, nor in the son of man in whom there is no help. 


Happy he who has God for his help, whose hope is in the Lord bis 
God.” 
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German Anti-Semites and the 
* Jewish Chronicle.” 
Anti-Jewish Agitation in the Ruhr District. 


[From our Correspondent.) BERLIN, 


As was to be expected, the incomplete sentence quoted from the 
towish Chronicle, which made it appear as if the Jews of the Ruhr 
district bad called upon the French to prevent a pogrom at Munich, has 
been seized upon by the whole anti-Jewish press of Germany as 
furnishing an opportanity for a new “sensation.” The notorious Count 
ke ventiow in particular, writing in the /cichswort, of Berlin, has sought to 
‘pd anti-Semitic Capital in the misquoted atterance. A reply to Count 
Reventiow’s allegations, signed by Arthur Schweriner, has appeared 
inthe C.-V. Zeitung, the chief organ of German Jewry, in the course 
of which it is said that “his (Count Reventilow’s) is the sorry glory of 
being the unquestioned authority in Germany on matters libellous.” 
It is believed that Count Reventiow will take legal proceedings against 
the writer of this article, and should he do so some interesting revelations 
eho nd be brought to light at the trial. 

Meanwhile, the anti-Semitic propaganda in the Ruhr district 
continues with unabated violence. Posters are appearing all over the 
arca, and espectaily in Essen, accusing the Jews of being traitors under 


lreneh protection, and threatening them with dire ve: geance. Ilhese 
posters are signed: “The /eme. By order of the Watch Committee for 
the care of German honour.” It will be recalled that the Fri, or 
richt, was an old secret tribunal in Westphalia. The police have 


so far been unable to trace the members of this society, which is believed 
to bave @ large membership and to be liberally supported with funds, 

fhe Berlin police bave carried out a search io the ofiices of the anti. 
Semitic German People’s Freecom Party. Many papers and booklets, 
the property of the auti-Semitic members of the Reichstag, Wulle, von 
Gracfe, and the retired member, M«jor Hemming, were confixcated. A 


number of leaders of the local anti-Semitic groups were arrested. The 
documents seized revealed a pro) ct for a revolutionary “ Putsch,” and 
for attacks against the present Government. In the course of a speech 
inthe Prussian Diet, Mr. Severivug cmpbasised the great danger to the 
Govert neot in the upion of the anti-Semitic partics., The Government 


is taking-every precaution to avoid outbreaks, and the Minister has 
rdered the compulsory disbanding | f the Peopie’s Freedom Party. 
Professor Gotthold Weil, Director of the Oriental Depirtm: nt in the 
National Library, has been appointed lecturer in the History and Literature 
fPost-Diblical Jewry at the University of Berlin, 
lhe b st answer to the auti-Semitic agitation which claims that the 
lews of the Ruhr district are ander the protection of the French has just 
been fornished by the French themselves at Bochum. The Mayor of 
Bochum has written to the Ironch commandanutof the city protesting 
cgtilust the occupation of the Jewish school and the court-yard and 
entrance hall of the synagogue. The commandant has up to the present 
ignored the protest. No other houses of worship have been so treated by 
tho French anywhere in Germany, and the obvious inference is that the 
Jows have incurred French displeasure by declining th: ir assistance in 
combating the anti-Semitic movement. 


Jews Assaulted in Bucharest. 


New Constitution Adopted. 


[From our Correspondent.) BUCHAREST. 


Bucharest has been the scene of renewed anti-Jewish outbreaks of 
unprecedented violence. Jewish pedestrians and passengers on tramcars 
were severely maltreated by a nob of students, who afterwards raided a 
theatre where Jewish artists were appearing, and assau'ted members of 
the audience. They proceeded in groups alovg the principal streets, and 
attacked all the Jews they ercountered. Forty-five Jews were left 
bleeding andin a terrible condition. The police were entirely inactive 
thronghout the disturbances. 

The Rumanian Constitution has been adopted by the Chamber of 
Deputies. In consequence of the concessions made to the Jews at the 
eleventh hour, the Jewish Deputies voted for the Bill.

Thus we have instituted treatment by sun-baths which 
has been found so valuable at many European orthopedic institutions. 
I take advantage of my tour to inspect hospitals wherever I go, and the 
day after my arrival in London I visited the Jewish Hospital and the 
London Hospital, the authorities of which were very courteous, and, I 
may mention, agreeably surprised to see, from the photographs I showed 
them, how up-to-date our institution is. 
SOME TRIBUTES. 

“The Hospital is widely appreciated in Palestine from the High 
Commissioner downwards. Thus Sir Herbert Samuel wrote: ‘I have 
been impressed by the admirable work of the Hospital, which performs a 
Most useful function in Jerusalem. It is entitled to widespread support.’

Latvian Recruits Attack Jews. 


New Soviet Calendar Planned.

The new army recruits in Latvia have organised anti Jewish riots 
in several towns, and plundered shops owned by Jews. In many cases 
the tr ops sent to quell the disturbances jjined. hands with the rioters, 
At Vilioki, however, an att: mpred attack oa Jews has been frus rated. 

A scheme has been submitted to the Voseow Government to change 
the calendar, so as to provide for sixty weeks each of five working days and 
one day of rest.

Boycott of Jewish Traders. 
Austrian Anti-‘Semites Condemned. 
[From our Correspondent. } VIENNA, 

Tho agitation of the anti-Semites in favour of a boycott of Jewish 
traders in Austria is growing. Iu lansbiiick, “black lists” of Jewish 
businesses have been published, and an appeal has been issued to the 
public to cease all trading with Jews. 

The Vienna Chamber of Commerce has passed a resolntion condemning 
the “ biack list” policy, and the anti-Jewish boycott. The anti-Semitic 
activity has been strong'y condemned also ia the Parliamentary Budget 
Committee. However, anti-Jewish demonstrations of wu very threatening 
nature continue to be held. 

Admiral Popper, the Ecgineer in Chief of the former Austrian fleet, 
and builder of the first Austrian Dreadnought, bas sent brick to the Vienna 
Technical High School, as a protest against the ay nerus clavsus move- 
ment, the diploma as doctor. honoris c1usa conferred upon him by the 
High School in recognition of his services to the State. The Vienna 
anti-Jewish Press is incensed at the Admiral’s action, which it describes 
as “ Jewish impertinence.” 

On the proposition of the Board of Professors at the Academy of Art 
in Vienna. the Government has conferred the dignity of Professorship on 
the Jewish painter, Jehuda Epstein. 

The strike of the employees of the Jewish community of Vienna was 
amicably settled two days before the Passover festival. 

The Faculty of Medicine at the Vienna University has decided to 
admit only Aryan students to attend the lectures at the Faculty. In 
conse quence of this action, the Federation of Jewish Doctors of Medicine 
in Vienna, which has about 1,200 members, has decided, in conjunction 
with the Jewish lecturers at the Untversity and the leading doctors of the 
city, not to accept Christian students or assistants. 


Reactionary Regime Feared. 
(From our Correspondent.] BUDAPEST. 


The anti-Semitic students have sent to Count Klebelsberg, the 
Minister of Education, a deputation asking him to exclude all Jéws from 
the Universities and higher educational institutions. In his reply, the 
Minister appealed to the students to abandon their agitation. The appeal, 
however, was without «ffect, and anti-Jewish outbreaks have occurred 
in mavy quarters, particularly at the High School for Ec nomics, where 
a Jewish student, Mr. Sandor Sch» ffermann, has been seriousiy wounded, 

The Jewish students are still refrainiog from attending the lectures. 
It is feared that the Cabinet of Count Bethlen will soon fall, when a more 
reactionary Government is expected to come into power. 

The “Awakening Magyars” are to convene an International Antt- 
Semitic Congress in cng AO - which a proposal will be submitted to 

ws to go to Palestine. 
wegen Var ay the Regent, has received a deputation of the anti- 
Semitic students, and has thanked them for what he described as their 
patriotic action. At the same time, however, the Regent pointed out 
that it was now necessary to abandon the rioting and restore order. 


Immigration Quotas for America. 
>- 


Boston Temple Sold. 
[From our Correspondent. | NEW YORK. 
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Esthonia, and Latvia are among the few countries whose immigrant 
quotas into the United States have not yet been exhausted. The unfilled 
qnota for Pinsk is 1,236; Bessarabia, 1,913; Esthonia, 1,192; Latvia, 
874; and Eastern Galicia, 2,099. Russia, Poland, Hungary, Italy, 
Rumania, Lithuania, and Palestine have entirely exhausted their quotas, 

The Dnited States Government has decided to admit immigrants from 
Russia on the Bessarabian qaota which 1s still unexhausted, and Polish 
immigrants on the unexpired quotas from the Pinsk region and from 
Eastern Galicia, which had been treated as separate regions. This makes 
a total of 4.000 additional immigrants who may enter the United States 
from Poland and Russia during the present quota year, 

The building of the Beth Israel Congregation in Boston, one of the 
oldest Jewish places of worship in the country, has been sold by the city 
auction to a hou-e-breaking company for 750 dollars. The edifice, which 
has housed the congregation since 1870, was acquired, with the land on 
which it stood, by the city from the congregation last year at a price of 
60,000 dollars. 

The Board of Governors of the Hebrew Union College of America has 
rejected the proposal for the ordination of women as Rabbis, and has 
agreed ‘that no change should be made in the practice of limiting to 
raales the right to matriculate for the purpose of entering the Rabbinate.” 

To-morrow is to be set aside by Rabbis throughout the United States 
as Falasha Sabbath.” An appeal is being made by the American Pro- 
Falasha Committee for 85,000 dollars for the purpose of establishing 
schools, directed by Falasha teachers, in the Falasha communities. A 
training school is now being opened in Addis Abeba, the capital of 
Abyssinia, by Dr. J. Faitiovitch. Cash contributions totalling 13,000 
dollars have already been received, in addition to an appropriation of 
7,500 dollars from the Cultural Activities Committee of the “Joint.” It 
is expected that the quota figure will be reached by the end of Passover. 


Jewish Land-Owners Reinstated. 
[From our Correspondent. | WARSAW. 


Prior to his departure from Poland, Mr. Nahum Sokolow addressed a 
gsthering of representatives of the Press in Warsaw, and expressed his 
delight at the remarkable political and economical development of the 
Jews of Poland, and at the great progress made by the Zionist Movement. 
His interviews with members of the Polish Government had convinced 
him that Poland intended to carry out her obligations in regard to the 
rights of the minorities. He regretted to see the increase in influence of 
the anti-Semitic Press, bat he felt confident that, sooner or later, the 
Christians and Jews in Poland would come to an understanding, and the 
anti-Semites would abandon their mistaken theory that emigration was 
the solntion of the Jewish problem. 

D-pnty Sommerstein has scored a victory for the emal!l Jewish land. 
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owners by his speech in the Chamber, in which he pleaded for the 
restoration of the land confiscated from these people during the war, 
The Chamber approved of the motion by 186 votes to 164. 

The Polish Government has decided to allow refugees who hold visag 
for America to remain in the country till September, 

The provisions of the new anii-specuiation Act are so drafted as to 
apply only to Jewish merchants. 


Jewish Schools for Amsterdam. 


City Council's Support. 
[From our Correspondent.) AMSTERDAY. 

The necessity for the provision and maintenance of essentially Jewish 
schools in Amsterdam is keenly felt by the c sminuoal spiritual leaders, g 
necessity emphas sed a few days ago at the annual meeting in connection 
with the present Jewish Froebel School. In a conversation I had with 
the President, Rabbi Palache, Chief Rabhi of the Portuguese comm inity, 
on the subject, I was informed that the City Council were to a great 
extent in practical sympathy with the wishes of our Coreligionists, ang 
have promised substantial financial support. The Jewish Froehel 
School, at present situated in the Nieuwe Keizersgracht, is shortly to be 
re-built at a cost of 10.000 guiden (25 per cent. of which amount the 
city will refund), in order to provide for much greater accommodation, 
part of which will be employed as a Froebel School and part as an 
essentially Jewish school for children over six years of age. 

In order to meet the presect urg nt caxe of Jewish children, the City 
Council have temporarily placed the Rouss« au School at the disposal of the 
community for older children. The building is situated in a convenient 
centre of Amsterdam and is well equipped, even including a gymnasiun, 

Some interesting figures were given at the annual meeting showing 
receipts and expenditure for the past year, covering the working expenses 
of the Jewish school above referred to. School fees amounted to 5 539 
guiden, and voluntary contributions to 2,315 guiden, while the State's 
subsidy amounted to 15 848 guiden. Among the items of expenditure 
figures a sum of 16,783 guiden for salaries to the teachers of the ordinary 
school curriculum, salaries for Hebrew and religious teaching, 1,740 vulden, 
and 2,083 guiden for salaries in the Froebel Section of the school. 


Hebrew Immigrant Aid Society. 
American Immigration Statistics. 
The fourteenth annual meeting of the Hebrew Sheltering and Imm. 
grant Aid Society of America was held on March llth. Mr. John L, 


Bernstein, President of the Society, was in the Chair. 
Mr. Bernstein said that the Soctety had begua the year’s work with 


a deficit of 300,000 dollars, and with 200,000 doliars needed in addition. A 


speciat campaign for funds had been launched, with the resu't that up to 
March 9th, last, 411,639 dollars had been raised. During the year 1922, 
49 803 immigrants had arrived in America. and of these 463, or less than 
1 per cent., had been deported. This showed thatthe outcry against the 
Jewish immigrant was totally unwarranted. Io the name of the Society 
he demanded an intelligent immigration policy and the a tinission of more 
immigrants. Approximately a quarter of a million individuals had been 
assisted by the various departments of the Society in the United States, 
A “ Hias” Immigrant Bank is to be opened in the near future. 

Mr. Harry Fischel, the Treasurer, reported that the income amounted 
to 800,745 dollars, and Mr. Albert Rosenblatt, Chairman of the Member: 
ship Committee, reported a marked increase in the membership. 

Mr. Bernstein was unanimonsly re-electe! President. 


Jewish Women's Organisations. 


Council Established in Italy. 


Another European country has established a Council of Jewish 
Women, under the inspiration of the Amo-ricin organisation. The most 
recent one to be est:ib ished is at Trieste, Italy, under the direction of 
Miss Elinor Sachs, European Councils of Jewish Women are now to be 
found in Holland, Belgium, France, Switzerland, Poland, Latvia, and 
Italy.

Protection of Women and Children. 


The Permanent Advisory Committee of the League of Nations on thé 
Traffic in Women and Children concluded its labours at Geneva last week, 
The Jewish Association for the Protection of Girls and Women was 
represented by Mr. 8. Cohen. Resolutions were adopted, recommending 
that all Governments that have not already done so be invited to farni«h 
full statements of tne laws and regulations in force in their countries 
relative to the traffic in women and children; that the attention of all 
Governments should be drawn to tho desirability of adhering to or 
ratifying the Convention of 1921, withoutdelay; that information should 
be sought on (a) arrangements for the protection of emigrants and 
transmigrants before departure; (b) regulations providing for thelr 
protection during the voyage; (c) measures taken to accommodate and 
to find employment for them on arrival ; and (d@) treatment of undesirab!es; 
that pending the ab>lition of State regulation of licensed houses, 2° 
foreign woman should be employed as a prostitute in any licensed house, 
that a questionnaire should be issued to States, members of the League, 
on the working of systems of regulation; that women as well as men 
shoul be employed among the police dealing with prostitution; reco™: 
mending a general study by experts on the conditions under which the 
traffic is carried on; and adopting the budget for 1923-24, showing & 
considerable reduction on the previous budget. 

In connection with the question of emigration, Mr. Cohen referred to 
the Conference of Jewish Women to be held in Vienna in May, and said 
that the subjects to be dealt with would mainly concern emigration and 
the protection of women and chiiren against the traffic. 


Independent Order of B'nai Brith.

on ion, with the object of acquatnting him with the formation of the 
Federation, and of discussing with him important matters affecting Polish 
Jewry. The deputation drew the Minister's special attention to the 
position created by the recent decrees of the Government regarding the 
expulsion of Russian refugees from Poland. 
-" The Minister inquired in detail about the objects of the Federation. 
He declared that he considered himself to be the representative of all 
Polish citizens, and assured the Delegates that they could with confidence 
iay before him all matters affecting Polish Jews. He was not suffictently 
acquainted with the situation of the refugees, but he promised to give the 
at er his close attention and to forward the delegation’s appeal to the 
Polish Government.

Education.* 


By SARAH LASKI, 

“Education a possession of which men cannot be rob 
MENANDER. This sentence is the keynote of what I am anxious to say to 
you this evening. It is the first time that I have had the pleasure of 
meeting you here; and when it was intimated to me by your Pre-ident 
that I should be expected to give an address, I thought much over the 
problem of what I could usefuily say, and it seemed to me that I could 
not do better than try to work out in detail something of the worth of that 
education you possess, to discuss what it has implied, and why it is 
deemed of all things the most precious. 

First, clearly, because it is a thing of the mind. It teaches you to 
search for the roots of happiness within yourself. It enlarg-s the 
faculties and enriches the human spirit. It measures Values, not in 
terms of material possessions, but in capacity to understand that world, 
and, understanding it, to serve it. For education is either an irs pulse to 
the service of one’s fellow-beings, or it is nothing at all. Education does 
not mean merely a knowledge of books, or the posse *:ion of a body of 
information. To be educated is to have an attitude to life which finds the 
highest joy in making the world a better place. Education docs not 
mean the chance to fulfil sordid ambition. It may serve that end, but, if 
it does, itis untrue to its purpose. Education shon!d leave you with the 
dominant ambition to prevent, at all costs, the infliction of unnecessary 
pain. You flod yourself, that is, in the help that you give to others. 
You write your epitaph, not in the solidity of possession, nor in the mere 
acquisition of learning, but in the happiness you weave into the fabric of 
other lives, 

To that attitude, I would add, certain qnalities are essential. You 
must be content to leave aside the feverish ambition of the modern world, 
its reckless pursuit of pleasure, its frenzied adherence to fashionable 
convention. You must cultivate, above all, simplicity and op onminded- 
ness. ‘l’o be yourself is no easy task, but what the world wants is the 
contribution your own character can make, the effort of your own 
personality, not your slavish imitation of each passing tnood of the hour. 
And edncation means tolerance, the willingaess on your part to listen 


_ patiently to ideas you dislike, to examine creeds you do not believe, t» 


accept men and women for whom you do not care. For only an atmo- 
sphere of tolerance can preserve freedom, and education teaches us 
nothing if it dows not insist that freedom is the inmost substance of our 
heritage. 

It means, too, on your pirt. a constant intellectual effort. You can- 
not live a life either rich or full unless you make yourselves acquainted 
With the geeat heritag: of culture that is ours. To make books your 
chosen companions is to have friends who are never oppressive and yet 
alwaysathand. To seek an understanding of what the world means is 
to gain an understanding of yours: f. Tnerein you make yourselves fit 
for the citizenship thatis yours. Without a study ofthe work about you, 
a grasp of ita problems, asearch for its solutions, you cannot fitly meet 
the demauds of the State. Nothing is more dangerous thaa that you 
should think that these problems and their solutions are not yous business 
The events of the modera world affect every nook and cranny of your 
lives, The decisions that are made are, whether you realise it or not, 
decisions which claim to rest upon your wills and desires, You cagnot 
make of life what it was suvely intended to b>, ualess you iaform your 
winds of that upon which right will and right desire depond. 

Above all, education ought to teach you reverence for the porsonality 
of others. Even your parents and teachers — 1 speak to a modern genera 
tion—may occasionally be right. Of course, it is essential that ia all you 
do you shouldact by the light of your consciences, Frankness in thought 
and deed is the touchstone of character, but your consciences must be 
instrocted, and the experience of the past ought to count with you for 
something. Do not assume that. whatever is newis true bicinse it Is 
new. Do not seek to distinguish yourself inavenues where real honour is 
not tobe acquired. The sensitiveness that appreciates the need never to 
iufl ct unnecessary pain is that which makes life tolerable. Hold fast, at 
all costs, by the right, but be sure you believe it to be the right. Do not 
deceive yourselves into calliog that right which is really an unexplored 
desire. 

The qualities I have been enumerating are all of them simple and 
homely virtues; and none of them is costiy to cultivate. I hat, indeed, 
is the priceless merit of education. It makes precious the immaterial 
things that cannot be bought for gold and silver. It makes of the mind e 
kingdom of inflaite riches; it makes of the spirit a charter of uolimited 
power. The men and women whom the word remembers are not those 
who have had wealth. The fashions they cultivated, the luxuries they 
displayed, are all of them dust and ashes. What the world remem bers 
the things that the world esteems, are the services rendered to if, some 
poet’s song, some scientist’s discovery, the eager service of Fiorence 
Nightingale, the infinite love of Francis of Assissi. You may think that 
the test of value is ia the wealth you have, the display you make 
among your neighbours, the relief money can give from toilsome care. 
To think these things is to proclaim yourself uneducated, For the 
true possessions of a man are those which no accident save death can 
take away - the love of his fellows, the desire for self-sacrifice», the eager 
ness to know. Oaly by these qualities can the inflvite pain of life be 
assured. And if you choose their cultivation, you can assuage that pain. 
For if you have the courage to will a creative life the inteliigence to plan 
itis at your disposal. And ba is in the di of ordinary peopte like our-

members must bring sunshine into each others’ lives which must reflect 
in their own homes. I pray that it may be so. There is a great deal 
said and written about the decay of family life in the home, and the 
absence of respect and loyalty to parents. We of the older generation 
had prayed and hoped that after the war conditions had become a thing 
of the past, the rights and privileges of parents would again be as sacred, 
and the home conditions be such that we could agaiu boast of it as we 
on: to do when Jewish family life was quoted as an example to the 
nations, 

I would like to tell you of something that impressed me very much 
when I wasin India. I visited the homes of some very high-class natives 
who had the title of Maharajah. There the household consists of all the 
descendants of the head of the house, and to witness the wonderful and 
respectful attitude of younger members of the family for their elders 
made me feel that I was witnessing some of the pictures of family life as 
related in the Bible. 

What I would advocate for complete harmony in the home is con. 

fidence between parents and children, and, if I dare HAY 80, more 
particularly between mothers and daughters. Our status among the 
nations of the world stands very high with regard to family life and the 
love of parents for their children, I want the children to return their 
love in full mearure, so that with their mutual love, confi lence, and respect, 
they will uphold the great and good name of Jewish family life and 
parenthood, We owe itto our antecedents as well as to those who come 
after us, that we shall do nothing to besmirch that good name which has 
been won for us; but we must see to it that we add honour to it, and so 
show a good example to be followed by the generations that come after us. 
To do these things I must implore you to let the trend of the times in the 
direc’ion ot “go as you please” and “do as you like,” and “don’t care 
whether you’ keitor not,” piss you by uatouched and untarnished: and all 
will go well with you. Let us be guided by the mature advice given by our 
parents and elders; we would thus show our wisdom of action and our 
moral obligation to them,

American immigration Cruelty. 
A NOTABLE EXAMPLE. 


As an inetance of the callousness with which the American Immigr& 
tion authorities carry on their work (says the /ewish World) there is the 
case that bas just arisen of Miss Esther Kaplan, aged 21, who has beea 
resident in New York for the last eight years, and is now ordered to be 
deported on the ground of belong mentally defective. In 1914 sbe was 
admitted into the United States under guarantee, and has resided with 
her parents undisturbed till a week or two ago. Then she was suddenly 
ordered to appear at Ellis Island by the immigration authoritics and 
marked for Deportation, the Labour Department having ratified the dec'sio® 
There are degrees of cruelty that are literaliy unspeakable, insomuch that 
words cannot adequately describe them; and this deportation is eminently 
one. Where is this poor forlorn imb. cile to go? What is going to be on 
fate, deprived of the care and protection of parents? It is ali too horrible 
even to contemplate, and it seems dificult to believe that this is 4 work 
of a government Claiming to be civilised.

Discontent Among Jews. 


THE POLITICAL CONDITIONS. 


BY 8. SCHWARTZ, 


Tho yoar 1925 has brought to us in Palestine a fecling of much 
depression. The cause is politics—that is to say, the unfavourable 
political situation in the country. No matter how much we attempt to 
drive politics from us, we must fail because creative work is impossible 
if we bave not the necessary political conditions, and if every move of 
ours is thus hampercd. 

The Jewish salt industry company “Melech”™ has now been working 
in Athlit fora year, A little further along, among the sands of Caesarea, 
Jewish workers are draining the swamps, cultivating the sands, aff r sting 
the bills. Recently the work was suddenly stopped. The Government 
appointed a commission, the commission inve stigated the situation, it 
beard the complaints of the population, What has happened? The 
“Bustani,” the protector of the Arab national interests, did not like the 
industry. So he organised the fellabeen, who really have no grievances 
in the matter—indeed they get employment at the work—and protests 
were sent to the Government. That was enough for the Government to 
appoint a commission and start investigations, and to hold up the work, 
Who knows what the end of it will be? That is typical of the state of 
things here. It is enongh that our enemies intervene, andthe work we 
are doing has at once to be stopped for investigations. The concessions 
for the work in Caesarea and Athlit were granted by the Government 
over a year ago. 

Can such a state of affairs fail to depress? And every day we see 
that what our enemies want they get, and that to our just demandsa 
deaf ear is turned, that to all the memorandums of the Vaad Leumi, the 
highest representative organ of the Jewish popalation in Palestine, there 
is only one answer from the Government—No! At the last meeting of 
the Vaad Leumi we were givena whole listofsanch refusals. Funds for the 
Jewish schools?—No! Land forthe Jewish legionaries?—No! Taxation 
rights for the Jewish communities ?—No! Withdrawal! of the present 
drastic immigration restrictions?—No! Legal recognition of the Vaad 
Leumi ?—No! No, No, No, and No! And this by no means exhansts the list, 
Itisonly asmal! partofthe whole. Perhaps itis as wel! to mention another 
exampleof whatisgoingon. Tel-Avivisa town likeall the other towns in 
Palestine. its Municipal Council is rec: gnised by the Government. And 
yet the Government refuses to maintain the police force in Tel-Aviv, 
The Government docs not even wish to provide uniforms from its depots 
for them. In Sechem,in every Arab town and village, the nt 
maintains the police and provides the uniforms for them; in the Jewish 
town of Tel-Aviv it does not. 3 

The arguments and protests of the representatives of the Jewish 
population pass unheeded. Even the most moderate among us has 
become embittered by this attitude of the Government, and the general 
feeling has found an echo in the Palestinian Jewish Press. The Jewish 
Press in Palestine speaks in a sharply opposition tone. It has never 
before spoken in such fashion. It has always spared the Government, 
But our patience has become exhausted. Everybody is asking, what is 
the good of all this work? What is the use of continually going to the 
High Commissioner and presenting these memorandums to him over and 
over again? Is it not time to put a stop to this farce, this humiliation of 
the Jewish settlement in Palestine? 

“ The highest representative organ of the Jewish population,” writes 
Haaretz, “is still making its way along the well-worn road towards the 
Mount of Olives. Who knows how many times it will still wend its way 
along that road of suffering, until it stops at last to ask: ‘Maybe it is 
time now to respeot our honour and pat a stop to this empty humiliating 
game of interviews and visits, which always end in this same mocking 
fashion?’ ” 

There are those who propose that not only shonld al! relations be 
broken off with the Government, that is, that the Vuad Leumi should 
cease to go any more to Sir Herbert Samuel with memorandums and 
demands, but that as the representative of the Jewish population in 
Palestine it should submit a formal petition to the League of Nations in 
accordance with the terms of the Mandate, protesting against the attitude 
of the Palestinian Government. “The time has come,” writes the weekly 
Al Hamishma, “to go straight to the root of things instead of proceeding 
by all toanner of round-about ways. Under the Mandate, every group of 
inhabitants of this country has the right to complain to the League of 
Nations if any of its rights are violated. The Jews bave an additional 
right: a Jewish Agency has been provided to safeguard the rights of the 
Jewish people in Palestine, but this does not deprive the Jewish popu- 
lation in Palestine of their rights as citizens of the country. And when 
their rights are being violated and they are being treated differently from 
of the the Jewish population have a right to com plain 

o the League of Nations, acting independently. with 
advice of the Jewish agency.” 

The author of the article, speaking to the representatives of the 
Jewish population, concludes: “Be done with these memorandums in the 
efficacy of which you yourselves no longer believe, and g> straight to the 
root of things. Put your case in the hands of the authority which will 
to yom eve to say.”

During the past three years one or another representative of 
the British Government bas assured us that the Balfour Declaration 
stands firm, that Britain remains trove to her Zionist policy, and so forth 
and at the same time our rights in Palestine are being constantly whittled 
down. And our N:tional Home grows less and less. 

The meeting of the Actions Committee in Berlin gave us little solace, 
The important thing at the meeting seems t» have been the eternal 
question of personalities—the rights of the President of the Zionigs 
Organisation. The Actions Committee did not fad new means for carry. 
ing on our work in Palestine. Five days after the op: ning of its meeting 
in Berlin, Hvuare's wrote: “The meeting of the Actions Committe 
does not appear to bave raised itself to the height which the circom. 
stances demanded, In this grave hour, our leaders have gone astray inthe 
wilderness; there is no perspective, there is no action. Where is ow 
salvation?”

Women's Work in the Land of Israel. 
A FARM: SCHOOL FOR GIRLS. 


The question of getting Jewish women on the land in Palestine has 
for some time been engaging the anxious consideration of those desirous 


of extending the agricultural Mishab, and it has recently been taken up 


by the Women’s International Zionist Organisation, who are endeavouring 
to meet the circumstances by the establishment of a Farm-Schoo! for 
Girls. 

In this connection the following letter received by the Organisation 
from its Secretary in Palestine is instructive as to conditions in that 
country, as well as in regard to the Farm-School that is about to be 
established at Nahalel, in the Valley of Jezreel. 

. « « For the last two years .. the situation in Palestine, ae far as 
the need for a Girls’ Farm School is concerned. has not changed at al! Ag 
before, we have quite a good agricultural school for boys, Mikveh [srae!, with « 
bundred and twenty pupils, who are ound to be bad farmers, since they wi} 
not be able to find girls fit to be farmers’ wives. More >ver, iu all the farms and 
co-operative groups of the Nationa! Fund, the number of men exceeds ly far 
the number of women. And vet there are very few unmarried women on the 


land, even though every colonist is only too glad to marry a Woman who is not 
afraid of !andwork. Asa matter of fact. the Zionist Organisation has :sked the 
Government to facilitate the entry into Palestine for girls, as it was very di 

cult for the agricultural settiements to develop normally, unless the number of 


women equalled the number of men. 
Kut suppose that there were more women, and that thev all were 


enthusiastic to live on the land, would it be their fanit if they could not stand 
the hard work and the bad food, and had to spend half of their time in hospital 
with malaria or dysentery? Land work is one of the heaviest kinds of work in 
the world, and one must be well trained before taking it up; but where is this 


training to be had? It might be best to illustrate this point: 


A large settiement was started last year in the Vaieof Esdralon Nearly 
all the settlers are immigrants, and not knowing any better, the only vevetabies 
which they planted were cucumbers, and these in very large quantities; every 
thing else in foodstuffs was brought from town or bought from the netyhbouring 


Arab villages as jong as their money lasted. They did not kuow what vee 
tab'ea to plant nor how to doso,. Neither did they know how to preserve tve 
vevetables, and now when their money has given out they are already for mon! 


living on onions and bread. Now ifall, orat any rate some, of the women there 
had had training, they would have been able to plant various vegetables ronn! 
their tents or barracks, so as to have them in all seasona, which is quite 


7 in. Palestine. They would also have known that it is not expensive to 
eep a few chickens on the land, ete. 

This is not theory. Goto Nahalel;: this settlement was also established last 
year, but is corr posed of former workers in other colonies. When I was ‘ast 
there I staved with afamily, Z. The wife had beena pupil at the Girls’ Farm 
in Kinnereth before the war; this farm no longer exists. Her barrack was 
one of the best. her cow and her garden vielded sufficient produce for her 
vegetarian household, her children were healthy, and she was a true he!pmate 
to her husband, one of the elders of the village. — 

A question is often asked even by those who see the necessity for training 
girls for farmwork. Could the girls, they say, not be brought ont to l’alestine 
after being trained somewhere in Eastern Kurope where the coat of living and 
the upkeep of the school would be cheaper. Kut all experts agree, and experience 
has shown, that the students from Europe would bave to be taught all over again 
here; the intensity of the sunshine, rainfall, irrigation, the right seasons for 
planting the various kinds of vegetables are all different. Even the methods 
of care of cattle, poultry and bees are not the same. 


The Organisation has recently received the following letter from 
Lady (Herbert) Samuel : 

Government House, 
Jerusalem. 

Deak Mrs. GINZBERG,—I want to thank you again for taking me round 80 
many of the institutions of Jaffa and Tel-Aviv, and to tell you how very much 
interested I was, especially with the work of the Women's International Z)vnist 
Organisation. 

I recall very vividly a meeting at Mrs. Weizmann’s house in 1920, when thé 
chief speakers were Capt. Alexander Aaronson, and Mrs. Eder, and when Lady 
Simon (Kathleen Manning) gave fresh evidence of her sympathy with the Move 
ment. There the Jewel Fund was launched, and members of the audience came 
forward and placed rings, brooches, chains, etc, on the table. 

J remember three of Mrs Eder’s chief points, things she wished to seé 
started in Palestine—(1) Infant We!fare Centres ; (2) Domestic Training Courses; 
(3) an Agricultnra!l Coliege for Women. It is most gratifying to see that two of 
these enterprises have already been established at Jaffa and that the third '8 
already being planned, andall this with the money from the Jewel Fand. 

I was particularly interested in the Infant Welfare Centre. I had not before 
seen the Piunket System at work. Ihave since read the report you gave ™mé, 
and hope that the good work among the mothers and babies will continue, 8° 
increase as the Centre becomes better known. |

have seldom seen a happier group of workers than those with whom | was 
photographed. Ionly wish that a luncheon awaiting me at the honse of 
my hostess had not prevented me from doing better justice to the various dishes 
that we were allowed to sample at the immigrants’ kitchen.

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The Essentials of Zionism. 
[By a Zionist Correspondent.) 

Zionism is not an abstruse philosophy, but a national movement. It 
expresses the resolve of the Jewish people not to be wholly merged 
among the nations of the earth, but to revive its own national existence 
in its ancestral land. It is a protest against drift and decadence, a call 
to collective action for the common good, 

There are many who believe that merely to preserve the customs 
and institutions of Jewish life in the lands of dispersion is the be-all and 
ond-all of Judaism. _Laudable as such an effort undoubtedly is, and 
growing in difficulty with every generation, it represents but a short: 
sighted view of Jewish destiny. It is not enough to battle against the 
inroads of assimilation, which works its way through a myriad cunning 
Channels. However much energy is spent upon this task of self-preser. 
vation much is also lost, for the forces of assimilation are as irresistible 
as their operation is universal, There is only one way in which those 
forces can be for ever defeated: by restoring Israel to the land of his 
national birth, the scene of bis national glories, where he may resume 
once more a normal course of national development, free from the 
tramme!s and corrosion of an alien environment. 

Thfee factors are needed for the fulfilment of Zionism: nation, land, 
and language. They are the triple foundation upon which alone the 
fabric of Israel's future can be built with safety. 

Those who declare that they are Jews simply on the ground that they 
are followers of the Jewish religion often follow it at a great distance 
behind—further behind than their fathers, and further still than their 
grandfathers, whilst their children will follow atan even greater interval, 
and their grandchildren may lose their way altogether. 

The true children of Israel realise that they are members of the 
Jewish nation as well as adberents of the Jewish faith. lor. them 
Jodaism is not simply a cycle of observances or a series of rites, how- 
ever bighly they esteem their value and significance; it is an all- 
dominating spirit that animates their souls, colours their lives, and gives 
poise and direction to their mental outiook. They feel that beyond the 
celebration of festivals of tradition, commemorating landmarks in the 
national development of Israel two, three, and even four thousand years 
ago, they bave to continue the chain of tradition by renewed activity in 
the land of the past. They are not content merely to mark time; they 
wish to record progress. 

In no other region but the Land of Israel can the Jewish People 
realise its rightful destiny, for there it was that it first acquired pation. 
hood and rose to renown. There it was that it evolved its faith, culture, 
and polity, fashioned its language, and produced its holy writ. There its 
prophets taught, its psalmists sang, its kings ruled. From every hill and 
dale, from every city, plain, and river, the land speaks of the doings of 
the people of Israel. From the days when Israel went into exile 
Palestine has had no history but a barren record of incursion and 
devastation, and only from the days of Israel's return has its history br gun 
anew. No other land can call the Jewish people back to national 
rejuvenation. 

Coming from the four corners of the earth to their ancestral domain, 
the children of Israel can understand one another only through their 
ancestral language. Ouly by elevating Hebrew tothe speech of the home 
and the mart, as well as of the school, can they avoid a babel of tongues. 

Only by employing the speech of David and Solomon, of Isaiah and 


Jeremiah, cau they hope to reanimate the soul of their forefathers and 
rekindle a spark of the ancient flame.

The Return of Mr. Sokolow. 
-- -— 
REMARKABLE RECEPTION IN POLAND. 
{From a Correspondent. | 


Mr. Nahum Sokolow, Chairman of the Zionist Executive, has returned 
to London after an absence of nearly two months in his native country, 
Poland, which he visited in the interests of the Keren Hayesod. 

Mr. Sokolow’s visit to Poland has resulted in a great personal triumph, 
Nootber Jew before him, not even Sir Moses Mont flore when he visited 
Vilna, bas been accorded such a welcome as has the Zionist leader. [py 
Warsaw and Lodz the enthusiasm of the Jewish population was remar\ 
able in the extreme. But in the smaller towns the inapired scenes were 
unprecedented. That was so particularly in Vilna and Lialostock, where 
the Jews bad turned Mr. Sokolow’s visit into a real festival. It was «|| 
the more remarkable because it was spontaneous and not artifici lly 
organised, as the case may sometimes be in the Western countri:s. 
Sokolow’s name has, of course, been a household word among Jewry in 
Eastern Europe for two generations. But though, as he remarked with 
his characteristic modesty at the farewell banquet at Warsaw, the 
upparalleled manifestations were for Palestine and for Hebrew in which 
he is interested, there can be no doubt that it was, too, @ personal 
triumph, 


Lord Grey and the National Home. 


MR. LEONARD STEIN'S REPLY. 


In connection with the speech made by Lord Grey, of Fallodon, in 
the House of Lords during the Palestine debate, the Times last Toesday 
published the followivg reply from the pen of Mr. Leonard Stein: 

In his speech in the House of Lords on March 27th, Lord Grey, 
while disclaiminyg any lack of sympathy with the Ziouist movement, 
questioned the possibility of reconciling the policy laid down in the 
Balfour Declaration with British pledges to the Arabs of Palestine. 
Lord Grey's views naturally command the utmost respect, but I 
should be glad if I might be permitted, with great deference, to draw 
attention to the following facts, which appear to be materia). 

1. Tne Balfour Declaration was issued in November, 1°%i7. It 
has never been suggested in avy quarter that any pledges were given 
to the Arabs before that date, other than those which have been read 
into the correspondence between Sir Henry McMahon and the Sherif 
of Mecea in 1915-16. The Sherif was represented et the Peace Con. 
ference by his son, the Emir leisal, who was fully coguisant of the 
arrangements proposed to be made with regard to Palestine. So far 
from denouncivg those arrangements as ivuconsistent with 
undertakings to the Sherif, the Emir expressly declared, io a letter 
dated March Ist, 1919, Which received wide publicity, that— 

“Our deputation here in Paris is fully acquaintcd with the 
proposals submitted by the Zionist Organisation to the Peace Con: 
ference, and we regard them as moderate and proper.” 

2. The text of the McMahon correspondence, so far as it has 
been made public, shows clearly that Palestine was excluded from 
its scope. Oo December lith, 1915, Sir H. McMahon informed the 
Sherif that, “ with regard tu the Vilayets of Aleppo and Beirut. the 
Government of Great Britain has taken careful note of your obsei\a 
tions, but as the interests of our Ally, France, are concerned, the 
question will r quire careful consideration.” The Vilayet of Beirut, 
the future of which was thus reserved, included all Palestine cxc pt 
the Jerusalem district. It is true that the Jerusalem district was 
not expressly mentioned, but it is contrary to common sense to 
suppose that it was singled out as the one portion of Palestine which 
did not call for special treatment. (uite apart from Zionist aspira 
tions, Palestine was obviously a problem sui generis, an‘ it is beyoud 
reasonable doubt that it was so regarded by the British and Allied 
Governments from the outset. 

3. The negotiations with the Sherif—thereé were none with the 
Arabs of Palestine—took place while Lord Grey was himself at the 
Foreign Office. Nevertheless, in December, 1917, immediately after 
the issue of the Balfour Declaration, Lord Grey sent the following 
message to the Zionist Review: 

“Tam entirely in sympathy with the Declaration made by ™r. 
Balfour, and lam very glad that this has been announced publicly 
as the policy of the British Government.” 

The inference is that at that time, at all events, Lord Grey did 
not regard the Palfour Declaration as in any way inconsistent with 
British pledges to the Arabs. 


The Policy of “Scuttle.” 
—-- 
A CHRISTIAN VIEW. 


In the course of an article on the subject of the Mandate for 
Palestine, contributed to last Saturday's Morning Post, Dr. Norman 
Maclean wrote: 


There is a great cemetery on Scopus where the men who died 
for the deliverance of Jerusalem sleep, with the city far below theit 
fect. We wandered in the sunshine among the graves, and read the 
names. Men from Argy!lshire lie beside men from Devon; men from 
H: bridean isles beside men from the isles of the Southern (ro*s. 
There are ten thousand of men throughout Palestine resting in (uiet 
places such as this. And doubtless in the Valhalla of the brave 
they rejoice that what they sought to do “has had accomplis)- 
ment.” Returning to the city, I read far into the night an arid 
collection «f articies calling upon Britain to clear out of Palestine and 
leave this city to its fate. The dreary monotony of vituperation 
filled me with wonder. Can the British pation really believe that 
British statesmen have sunk to the level of ineptitade, stupidity, and 
dishonour depicted by this scribe? Can it possibly be that the race 
which saved the world through four years of heroism such as mea 
never knew has already so sunk that its only cryis: Scuttie! Scuttle! 

Have these men who seek to govern the destiny of the word Y 
Bcreaming ever paused to think of the consequences that would 
ensue? Supposing, in an hour of weariness, we gave up the 
responsibility we undertook now in Jernsalem, what would happ' n? 
This, fiest of all, that the honour of England would be smirched. 
This city has no glory save this, that it is the cradle of religho” 


From it went forth the power thatis transforming the world. [If is 
the “holy city” of Christian and Jew and Mohammedan, It 
been given to us to repair ita desolation and to give it what the ages 


denied—peace. This honour has been awarded to us; the blood of 
the slain gained it for us. The nation that gives peace to Jerus leu 
lays its hand on the heart of all the Hast, Were we to fail in that 
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task, to forego it, the prestige of Britain would be smirched in all 
the bazaars of the East. But there would be worse consequences 
than that! In this city of conflicting races there is no element as 
yet that could produce a stable government. There would be at 
ieast only one result—ihe Turk would come back. Whata slaughter 
once more the streets of Jerusalem would see! Hereon Mount Zion 
there would be another Smyrna. Another Titus standing on Scopus 
would weep beholdingthe woe. . . . But Englishmen and Scots- 
men, who among their first words have learned to say Jerusalem, 
have not yet sunk quite so low as that. The screamers know not 
the breed whose ears they are deafening. 


Mr. Zangwill on the Zionist Movement. 


PESSIMISTIC FORECAST. 


In an interview with a representative of the !l'es'minster Gazeite last 
Saturday, Mr. Israel Zangwill said that he was afraid that the Zionist 
Movement would not culminate in success. The present preponderance 
of six or seven Arabs to every Jew might not prevent the Jews from 
becoming the dominant power, both industrially and politically, if there 
were no democratic regime. But, under modern constitutional Govern. 
ment, he did not see that the Siate which would arise could be anything 
pit preponderatingly Arab—if, indeed, it did not become preponderatingly 
British.

The White Paper. 


From Dr. M. Soloveitchik. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


Sin, —The White Paper of the British Government, expounding its 
present policy in Palestine, has recently been the subject of severe 
criticism in our Press. The reservations it contains on the subject of 
immigration and on the definition of the final object of this policy should 
not, however, prevent us from fully appreciating its positive aspects. 


Among these, special importance attaches to the passage which defines 
the character of the present Jewish settlement in Palestine. I quote the 
White Paper : 

By the developn.ent of the Jewish National Home in Paiestine is meant... 
the farther development of the existing Jewish community, with the assistance 
of Jews in other parts of the world, in order that it may become a centre in

TO THE EDITOR OF THE JEWISH CHRONICLE. 


SIR,—The letter from the Rey. H. Cooper, Hon. Secretary of the 
Bloomsbury Synagogue, which appeared in your issue of the 23rd March, 
compels me to invoke the hospitality of your columns once again in 
regard to the above matter. Mr. Cooper now denies that he signed the 
letters appointing me as delegate of the Bloomsbury Synagogue on the 
Burial Board, The signature on the two letters which were quoted in 
your issue of the 16th March is “(Rev.) H. Cooper.” These two letters 
have been compared with subsequent letters, also signed “(Revy.) H. 
Cooper,” addressed to my solicitor, Mr. 8. Landman. The signatures are 
in all respects identical, 

On the 20th of December, 1922, after negotiations had been proceeding 
for some weeks, the President of the Bloomsbury Synagogue, Mr. P. 
Levison, andthe Vice-President, Mr. Levy, called on my solicitor and 
discussed the question, On the same day my solicitor wrote to them 
recapitulating the position in the light of their statements to him. and as 
the matter is relevant I venture to quote from this letter:

Yon stated further that the difficnity arose by reason of Mr. Blank, the 
Secretary of the Federation, informing you that he objected to Mr. Katz, and 
that it was only because vou were anxious not to offend Mr. Blank that you 
wrote my client the letters refusing him as your member and delegate after 


having appointed him. I pointed out during our interview, and I confirm it 
now, that Mr. Blank’s objection to Mr. hatz cannot be considered as justification 
for your treatment of my client. 


am, persoually, very sorry indeed that vour Committee should have placed 
themee!ves in sucha difficult situation, and would urge you to rectify the matter 
in the only possible maunper, viz., by withdrawing your letters of the lith and 
22nd November and allowing my client’s election to stand. :

Aithongh three months have elapsed, and the Honorary Officers have 
had further correspondence with my solicitor, he has never reccived 
from them any repudiation of their statement to him. Nevertheless, the 
Honorary Officers now deny their. statement, and allege that they have 
“documentary evidence” in support of their case. Ifso, where is it, and 
why has it not been disclosed during the last six months? In face of 
these facts and these astonishing denials of statements made and letters 
written, I am afraid that the 2 ‘h Din would have a very difficult, 
if not hopeless, task. I, for my part, should long ago have allowed the 
matter to drop, were it not for the fact that an important Communal 
Institution, viz., the Federation of Synagogues, is involved, and thata 
gross injustice has been inflicted upon me. 

I have at all times been ready to accept a settlement on the lines 
mentioned in the above letter, and in a further letter to the Bloomsbury 
Synagogue of 16th February. If the Bloomsbury Synagogue has been 
unable to accept this offer, in spite of the fact that they have nothing 
whatever against me, it is clear to me that some pressure is being 
exerted on them by Mr. Blank, the Secretary of the Federatior, 
to prevent their acceptance. Let this pressure be removed, and | 
guarantee that everything can be settled amicably within twenty-four 
hours. If, however, there is no power to remove this pressure, 
then it appears to me inevitable that the truth in regard to this matter 
can only be elucidated in a place where witnesses are liable to proceedings 
for perjury if they make statements on oath which they know to be 
untrue. Such a step would be most regrettable, but in the interests of 
purifying a communal institution it may be the only way. I, therefore, 
make this final appeal to Lord Swaythling, the President of the Federa- 
tion, to intervene in this matter in order to promote a friendly settlement 
of the matter in dispute.

Here lies the root of the problem of the Vaad Leumi, by which the 
Jews of Palestine have recently been so strongly agitated. 

It cannot be denied that this might represent an innovation ia the 
practice of international law; buat then the idea of the National Home 
itself, as defined in the Mandate, is an innovation, and there is hardly a 
more effective way for the realisation of the latter great innovation than 
by creating a nucleus for the gradual peacefal development of our National 
Home. 

The very principle that groups united by ties of a common language 
and culture have a claim to a measure of internal self-government is in 
itself a recent innovation. The whole institution of “ minority rights,” 
which has recently been established in a number of countries under the 
protection of the League of Nations, represents an application of this 
same principle that the State must not oppress the cultural life of the 
national communities within its political borders—which includes also 
certain higher aspects of social life—but that it must, on the contrary, 


grant them the largest possible measure of self-government and antonomy. 


If small groups of Ruthenians in Poland, Poles in German Silesia, 
Germans in Sehieswig-Holsteia, have been granted, under the League of 
Nations, rights based on their language and spiritual culture, surely it is 
essential that such rights be given to the nation representing the oldest 
living culture in the land where its National Home will eventually be 
established and is already coming into being.

She said that the accommodation at the Jewish 
Maternity Hume, Uaderwood Street, was stretched to its utmost limit, 
and that is would be a great boon to be able to send in certain cas, 
convalescent mothers, up tothe number of five, to the unoccupied wing 
to compiete their restoration to health. The rest of the available 
accomm«odation might he used for tired mothers with their babies till 
Buch tim~« as the ideal home in the country or seaside could be fonnd, or 
till the convalescent home could admit the children for whom the wing 
was originally intended. Mes. Model asked that such a sch me should 
be considered by the Welfare Centres and by the Tudor House Committee, 

There was a general feeling in favour of such a scheme, although a 
modification of the proposals of Mrs. Coopman was one that cou'd by 
mutus!l gootwill be carried iato + fect without great delay, and that a 
valuable asset to the health and weifare of East End mothers might be 
ma ‘ie@av ilable at the earliest oppo: tunity.

The writer in The Leader referred to extravagence in administra.

If he believes that, 
then his knowledge of [nsuranve Companies must be equal to that of the 
Friendly Societies, Anyone with evena little knowledge of Jewish Orders 
knows that mem bers rec. ive good vaiue for their money. Indeed, after each 
valuation actuaries declare that the benefits are too high for the con. 
tributions charged. Yet, in spite of the “too high” benefita their 
financi | position improves with each valuation. If the Jewish Orders 
were reaily extravagant, the reverse won'!d be the case. As to the value 
of the Society to an individual, apart from the value to the community, 
examine the position of a man who, “allocating part of his earnings to 
the Post Office Savings Bank,” say an average of 524. a year for twenty. 
five years, and the member of a Jewish Order for the same p riod, 
and assume that his age will call for a contribution of 524. a year; 
at the end of that period his next-of-kin wonld still be entitied to a sum 
of £50, notwithstanding any sickness benefit be would reoeive during 
the period of twenty-five years).

‘Love in Pawn.’’ 


Mr. Roy Horniman’s four-act play at the Kingsway Theatre isina 
peasure attractive. But it is much more unsatisfying. It is difficult to 
conceive of a Christian raoneylender who has been associated in his busi- 
yeas with an orthodox Jow ever since its inception, the orthodox Jew in 
fact having made the business, leaving his money to be divided equally 
notween the orthodox Jew anda Christian niece on condition that they 
married. He would surely have known that orthodox Jews do not marry 
Christian girls ualess they become Jewesses, and, keen man of business 
as he must have been, he would not have left his fortune to be toyed 
with by some smart quibble as, for instance, the orthodox Jew’'s consent 
to marry, providing the Christian niece became a Jewess. Then, 
when she refused to become a Jewess, but was none the less 
willing to marry the orthodox Jew, which of the couple, pray, was to 
eacrifice the fortune left by the Christian monecylender? For that was the 
penalty placed on the one who refused to marry the other. Nor do we 
oderstand why an orthodox Jew, when faced with the obligation to 
marry a non-Jewess or suffer the loss of a fortune, shou'd not, when 
expressing his willingness to marry her and in making love to 
her accordingly, bave at once told her that shé would have 
to turn her faith. He certainly would not have waited until 
the fourth act before performing so obvious an _ obligation 
upon an orthodox Jew, to say nothing of an bonourable man.

to marry her. Nor would a Jewi-h girl of the character of 
Rachel Levi, the orthodox Jew'’s cousin, have connived, aided, 
and abetted him in what was certainly a very dirty trick.

“Angelo.” 


The greatest of dramatists once said, “ The play sthe thing.’’ The 
play is certainly not the thing in “ Angelo,” produced at Drury Lane on 
Wednesday of last week, forin this production the actor is decidedly 
‘uSordinated to the scene-shifter. “‘Angelo” is essentially a spectacie 
avery beautiful spectacie, and one which (in most cases) is remarkably 
successful in conveying the required atmosphere of weirdness—but the 
appeal is always to the eye rather than to the ear or the brain. The 
production was announced in these columns some weeks ago as “an 
attermpt to beat the Kinema atits own game.” It must bo admit‘ed at 
obce thatin this respect the management have not been successful ; and 
it is at least doubtful whether the attempt was worth making. The 
business of “fade-outs” and “close-ups” can be achieved to a point of 
te Cunical perfection on the film which can never be approached on the 
‘ legitimate” stage; and it would be wiser to realise this, and to con- 
centrate on those many departments in which the drama of the spoken 
Word reigns supreme, 

Mr. Moscovitch is a great actor, but in “Angelo” attention is, to a 
great extent, diverted from his acting. When he is scen scated in the 
‘ef-hand bottom corner of the stage, and after a momentary disappear- 
ance he reappears in the right-hand top corner, one’s admiration of bis 
fi tional power is temporarily lost in astonishment at his athletic 
prowess. However, Mr. Moscovitch spoke his lines with sonorous beauty, 
and acted with emotional intensity whenever the author would let him. 
Miss Moyna Macgill was very charming as the three incarnations of his 
aMnity, and excellent performances were given by Mr. Gerald Lawrence 
48 the villain (who is also incarnated three times), Mr. Owen Roughwood 
48 Angelo's friend, Bruno, and Mr. Nat Madison as Mario. But the chief 
triumph of the evening lay with the scene-shifters. 


“The Gay Lord Quex.” 

[tis nearly a quarter of a century since “The Gay Lord Quex” first 
took London by storm, and it cannot be said to have worn particularly 
Well in the interval. It is, indeed, open to question whether the 
“cers fow achieved by the original production was due to any 
intrinsic merit in the comedy itself, or to the fact that it contained 
the first of the now hackneyed “bedroom scenes.” In this more 
Sophisticated age, bedroom scenes fail to excite us_ particularly, 
rod the play is quite obviously “dated.” It provides, however,

a slight tendency to over-act, her performance at once stamps her 
as one of London's leading actresses. Mr. George Grossmith is entirely 
unsuited to the part of Quex, which he played in musical-comedy 
style, particularly in the jast act, when one had an uneasy feeling 
that he was just about to burst into song, or execute a step-dance, 
Quex should appear a gentleman as well as a cad; but it must be 
admitted that the caddish element was much more apparent in Mr. 
Grossmith’s rendering. Miss Viola Tree gave a careful study of the 
Duchess of Strood, although she was perhaps a litte too dignified and 
Statuesque. A word must be spared for Miss Rosina Filippi, who invested 
the smaii part of the Countess of Owbridge with much distinction. Miss 
Filippi is one of the older school of actresses, who believed at all costs in 
being andible. She is untainted with the detesiable modern practice of 
speaking only to the first few rows of the stalls. 


“Marriage by Instalments.” 


“Marriage by Installments,” by Bernard Merivale and Richard Bird, 
produced at the Ambassadors’ Theatre on Thursday of last week, is a 
poorly- written comedy excellently acted. The play is to a large extent 
unsatisfactory firstly, because it hovers throughvut between the extremes 
of cynicism and sentimentality; secondly, because it is always about to 
tackle a problem and never does so; and thirdly, because it is over- 
Weighted with much extraneous and irrelevant matter. The action deals 
with the highly novel and original situation of a young couple who find 
that marriage is not all they bad pictured it. A play dealing with 
the problem of the partial disillusionment which is bound to come after 
marriage would be a valuable contribution to the dramz; but “ Marriage 
by Instalments” does not offer any solution to the problem. True, 
the husband and wife are reconciled in the last act, but there seems 
no reason why this exceedingly stupid young ccuple shonid not keep on 
quarreling for the rest of their lives. Henry Kendall aod Muriel 
Alexander did everything that was possible io the parts of the husband 
and wife, but were unable to arouse much sympathy for their conjugal 
infelicity. Clare Greet, as the bride's well-meaning but ineffectual 
mother, gave a delightful performance, and Frank Bertram was awusing 
as a philosophical furniture-man. However, both performances, although 
excellent in themselves, served only to retard the action of the play, 
which is complicated still further by the introduction of a modern flapper 
of a particularly objectionable type, who plays the fool with a bold, bad 
Italian, and gets what she deserves, thus providing a piece of melodrama 
in the last act, which was quite out of keeping with the rest of the play. 
The acting throughout was of a high level, though the dialogue might be 
speeded up with advantage. 


“Brighter London." 
Produced at the London Hippodrome on Wednesday of last week, 


this is a very jolly and attractive show which should continue to brighten . 


London for a considerable period. One bas come to expect gorgeous and 
elaborate scenery and costumes at the Hippodrome, but one is not always 
prepared for artistic effects, and for the subordination of “stunts” to 
really beautiful colour schemes, such as characterise this new produc- 
tion.

The humour is in the very capable 
hands of Billy Merson and Lupino Lane, The former as Hamlet, with all 
modern conveniences, reciting the famous soliloquy into the telephone, 
and “moving the conscience of the King” with a film of the murder, and 
the latter as a holiday-maker distracted by “the piano next door,” are 


extraordinarily funny, and not less so when they combine in “ Brightening 
Big Ben,” and in “The Bat and the Canary,” in which several current 
plays are travestied. Most of the singing is allotted to Miss Aunie Croft, 
who will be remembered for her work in “The Peep Show” a couple of 
years ago. Miss Elsie Prince bas also developed remarkably since she 
made ber appearance in pantomime. Miss Ruth French, in “The 
Jackdaw of Rheims,” dances magnificently. The cast includes another 
dancer of exceptional talent in the per-on of Miss Evtie Landau, a young 
South African coreligionist, who is making her first appearance iv Evgland, 
Miss Landau, who has appeared in several opera companies in Johannes. 
burg, has been studying under the farnous dancer, Mme. Judith Eapinoosa, 
Finally, mention must be made of Paul Whiteman and his band, a j ix 
orchestra that combines real melody with its “stuuts,” and which received 
& veritable ovation from an enthusiastic audience.

He writes: “I notice that Mias 
personal remarks, thereby 


exposing herself to the charge of intolerance with which she accused 
her opponent. What Miss Levenstein wanted to impress upon us, by 
Saying that those Jows who‘ overdo’ their Judaism become intolerant, 
I fail to see, because whenever a person, whether Jew or Gentile, 
white or black, becomes obsessed with an ideal or belief, intolerance 
takes possession of his or her mind. Therefore I presume that Miss 
Levenstein wanted to show that it was through these few Jews that 
the Jews are subject to the intolerance of other races. However, if 
this argument is taken for granted, then it shows how more intolerant 
non-Jews are than Jews, for tolerant people do not hate intolerant 
people, but pity them. Therefore, notwithstanding the fact that there 
are these intolerant people in every race, the non-Jews, if tolerant, 
would not subject the Jews to the torture which they inflict because 
of the few ultra-orthodox Jews of whom Miss Levenstein complains, 
I cannot say that Miss Levenstein is justified in classing the Jews as 
intolerant by calling in Bible proofs of the term used for Jews, namely, 
‘ stiff-necked,’ which I do not think means intolerant. I do not wish 
to create the impression that I say that Jews are angels,—far from it— 
but nor is anyone else, therefore there is no jnstification for accusing 
the Jews of a failing which is the characteristic of all people.”
